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Mayor Weeks Warns Against 
Growing Tendency To Rely On 
Federal Government For Aid 

Solution of Local Problems Is Local Action — Advocates Ward 
Line Changes and Recommends Other Action in Address 


Rare and Lovely 
Costumes to Be Used 
In Benefit Show 

Musical Fantasy To Be Pre- 
sented in Aid of Mother’s

“The government of the City of New- 
ton for 1934, which is inaugurated to- 
day, renews its own fight against the 
evils of the general economic depres- 
sion in order that our citizens shall 
not suffer from privation nor be 
obliged to bear intolerable tax bur- 
dens. so common in some municipal- 
ities. I have again been charged with 
the duties of the office of Mayor, and 
I consider it incumbent upon me at 
this time to express my appreciation 
of the honor thus conferred upon me, 
and my acknowledgment of the obli- 
gations and responsibilities which the 
office carries with it. These obliga- 
tions and responsibilities, burdensome 
as present conditions make them, I 
shall endeavor to fulfil to the limit 
of my ability. 

“Associated with me in the govern- 
ment of the city for the coming year 
are 28 members ot the Board of Aider- 
men and the School Committee, 25 of 
whom are veterans in the service of 
the city, acquainted with the prob- 
lems before us, all eager to do their 
share in solving them. The three 
new men are well qualified to take 
their places in the ranks, and to par- 
ticipate in the difficult work that is 
ahead of us. It becomes my plea- 
sure at this time therefore, to wel- 
come them as members of this city 
government. They will. I feel sure, 
soon discover — if not already ac- 
quainted with the fact — that we have 
had passed down to us in this city a 
heritage of honest and efficient gov- 
ernment, not surpassed, in my opinion, 
in any other city; — the kind of gov- 
ernment of which we are proud, and 
whose standards we are constantly 
striving not only to maintain but to 
bring to an ever increasing degree of 
perfection. I am confident that they 
will do their part with this ideal in 
mind, to the end that we may pass on 
to our successors an even better city 
government than that which has been 
hnnded over to us. 

“The worst year of the depression is 
behind us. Definite indications of 
general improvement in business are 
noticeable and we can look to 1934 
with greater hope. A year ago banks 
throughout the land were closing with 
distressing regularity; factories, shops 
and stores were failing in great num- 
bers. Much of that has now changed. 
Millions then unemployed are back 
at work. Such improvement is ef- 
fective not only in Newton, but 
throughout the United States. It is, 
in my opinion, a real sign of better 
days. 

“I only wish at this time that I 
might honestly tell you. that, in my 
opinion, our troubles are over, and 
tlie future is filled with sunshine 
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Such, however, I cannot do, for the 
‘last pull before the catch’ — the 
‘final drive before the touchdown’ is 
often the hardest. Before general 
prosperity returns to Newton and to 
tlie rest of the state and nation, there 
still remain many difficult problems to 
be solved — much more hard work to 
perform. 

"I have, of course, no criticism to 
offer of the present program being 
followed by tlie Federal government, 
but I am forced to reiterate my be- 
lief that government as well as in- 
dividual budgets must be balanced, 
and to remind the people of the city, 
whose government I head, that the 
millions and billions presently being 
expended by the Federal government 
must sometime be paid for, and that 
tlie people of this city, by and large, 
will be called upon to come forward 
with their share and more in meet- 
ing these obligations. One result of 
the program of our National govern- 
ment, however, gives me real concern. 
I think I see developing on the part 
of cities and towns and even states, a 
growing spirit of dependency, of ‘ly- 
ing down’ on our government at Wash- 
ington. It seems to me to be causing 
local government to break away from 
the spirit which has previously char- 
acterized these units and to bode ill 
for the future unless checked and kept 
within bounds. The City of Newton, 
and I believe all local government 
should strive to look after its own 
problems, to maintain a spirit of in- 
dependence and self reliance, and to 
realize that the solution of our diffi- 
culties lies mainly in our own actions, 
and not in dependence upon the pa- 
ternalism of our National govern- 
ment. 

"Before proceeding with some sug- 
gestions, and recommendations, which 
I have in mind, it seems to me proper 
to say just a few words concerning 
the present condition of our city. Fi- 
nances still constitute the keystone of 
every governmental structure, and it 
is gratifying to be able to say that 
Newton’s credit is sound, and that it 
meets its obligations on time, and 
without the slightest difficulty. Our 
net debt as of January 1. 1934 is $6,- 
093,809; a reduction of $443,559 from 
tlie net debt of one year ago. Fur- 
thermore, our borrowing capacity is 
$721,915, an increase of $220,064 from 
the comparative figure of January 1, 
1933. When we have occasion to bor- 
row money, we do so without difficul- 
ty, and at the lowest prevailing rates. 
The figures for the city surplus are 
not at present available. The sur- 
plus account as a whole, however, 
should compare favorably with that 
standing on our books 12 months ago, 
although the general Excess and De- 
ficiency Account will lie substantial- 
ly lower due to heavy drains incurred 
during the latter part of 1933, by the 
demands of Public Welfare and nec- 
essary local expenses in connection 
with the Federal Civil Works pro- 
gram. 

“Assuming the valuations as placed 
by our Board of Assessors to lie fair, 
which I believe they are, the tax 
payers primary interest is the tax 
rate, which is, of course, the medium 
through which they determine their 
contribution to the cost of government 
in this city. At the present time our 
tax rate stands at $24.80 — $8.90 lower 
than tlie average rate for tlie 39 cities 
of the state, and $3.20 lower than the 
next lowest municipal tux rate. Be- 
lieving ns I do that the cost of gov- 
ernment in Newton should be kept 
as low as possible, I feel it incumbent 
on me to point out that strict econ- 
omy in the operations of our various 
departments continues to be. in my 
judgment, necessary if we are to main- 
tain tlie enviable position which wo 
have established here in tills city. In 
this connection, and to illustrate my

‘Can Europe Avoid 
War’ Lecture Topic 

Sisley Huddleston will lie the lec- 
turer next Sunday evening at 8 
o’clock, in the course being given at 
tlie First Unitarian Church in West 
Newton. His subject will be “Can 
Europe Avoid War?” 

Mr. Huddleston is famous on both 
sides of tlie Atlantic as diplomat, au- 
thor and lecturer.

He is one of the most picturesque 
figures on the lecture platform and is 
universally acclaimed as one of the 
greatest living authorities on France 
in particular, Europe in general, and 
on Anglo-American relations.

He combines politics with travel, au- 
thorship with fruit growing, profound 
study with jovial Bohemianism. He is 
one of those rare individuals who 
mingles humor and human under- 
standing with essential seriousness. 
The biographer of Poincare and au- 
thor of the stimulating study “Those 
Europeans,” Mr. Huddleston lias some 
eighteen volumes to ills credit on a 
very wide range of subjects. On inter- 
national matters lie speaks with au- 
thority and in compelling fashion. A 
half-hour organ recital by William 
Ellis Weston, at 7:30. will precede 
tlie lecture which is open to the pub- 
lic.

Alvin It. Bailey of 16 Marlboro st., 
Newton, one of the city's best known 
residents, died on December 31st at 
the Newton Hospital of pneumonia. 
He was born in Charlestown on Feb- 
ruary 13, 1846 of Colonial ancestry. 
He moved to Somerville when a boy 
and graduated from the High School 
in that town. In 1864 lie enlisted in 
the 5th Mass. Infantry and served in 
the Civil War. In 1884 he married 
Anna Leland of Somerville and short- 
ly afterwards moved to Newton where 
he took an active part in social and 
civic affairs. He served in the New- 
ton Common Council and was one of 
the originul members of the Hunne- 
well Club. He was a member of many 
social and military organizations, in- 
cluding Abraham Lincoln Post. G. A. 
R. of Charlestown and the Ancient & 
Honorable Artillery. He was associ- 
ated for many years with the Frank- 
lin Mining Company and was active 
in business until six months ago. 

Slender and athletic. Mr. Bailey 
was vigorous up to his final illness. 
He was a prominent figure in par- 
ades. always walking the entire length 
of march. He had been active in 
the affairs of the Appalachian Moun- 
tain Club. His wife, who was prom- 
inent in women’s organizations, died 
19 years ago. He is survived by one 
sister. Miss Martha Bailey of Ded- 
ham: and by several nephews and 
nieces. 

His funeral service was held at 
Clianning Church. Newton on Wed- 
nesday afternoon. Rev. Mr. Cole of- 
ficiated. Mr. Bailey was the oldest 
member of this church. Delegations 
were present from the (J. A. R.. the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery, V. 
F. W and other organizations. Burial 
was in Newton Cemetery.

Mayor Weeks and Other 
City Officials Take Oath 
Of Office At Inauguration 

Is First In New City Hall — Few Changes From Last Year — 
Committees of Aldermen Are Named 


In the beautiful aldermanic chamb-i 
er at Newton’s new city hall last Mon-i 
day afternoon the inauguration of the 
1934 city government was held. Mayor 
Sinclair Weeks was inducted into of- 
fice for a third time, fourteen alder- 
men and two members elect of the 
School Committee took the oath of 
office. The inaugural ceremonies were 
witnessed by a gathering of about 125 
citizens. 

The meeting of the new Board of 
Aldermen was called to order at 3 
o’clock by City Clerk Grant. Alderman 
John Gordon, as senior member of 
he Board, was chosen temporary 
chairman. The City Clerk then read 
the roll call of the members. Mr. 
Gordon then appointed a committee to 
escort Mayor Weeks into the aider- 
manic chamber. The committee was 
comprised of Aldermen Holden. How- 
let t and Murray. The Mayor was ac- 
companied by Judge William F. Bacon. 
Rev. Herbert Hitchen and Hon Charles 
E. Hatfield. Rev. Mr. Hitchen. who 
is minister of the First Unitarian 
Church. West Newton, delivered the 
invocation and the oath of office was 
then administered to the Mayor by 
Judge Bacon. 

The Mayor then delivered his in- 
augural address. In addition to his 
prepared address. Mayor Weeks stated 
that the CWA program may be ex 
tended beyond February 13th. and that 
if this is the case, r 1 : aldermen 
study new project! "i; which the men 
obtaining employment through the 
CWA may find work. 

The Mayor also referred to the new 
incinerator which will be built by 
means of a loan of $200,000 received 
from the PWA. He said the purpose 
of this incinerator is for the disposal 
of garbage, waste paper and other 
rubbish: that it will take from 6 to 9 
months to erect, and that the aider- 
men should at once start a study of the 
problems Involved by the construction 
and operation of this incinerator. 

The Mayor, following his address, 
gave the oath of office to the follow- 
ing Aldermen-Eleet — Howlett. Sproat. 
Grebenstein. Hill. Bowen. Farrell, 
Cronin. Gordon, Chandler. Temperley. 
Goddard. Holden. Melcher and Mur- 
ray. He also administered the oath 
of office to the members-elect of the 
School Committee — Mrs. Kate Cornell 
and Harry E. Bryant. All seven mem- 
bers of the School Committee were 
present at the inaugural exercises. 
After the inaugural exercises had 
been* concluded. Mayor Weeks was es- 
corted from the hall by the committee. 

The aldermen then unanimously 
re-elected Roy V. Collins as president 
of the Board, and Thomas M. Gal- 
lagher as vice-president. They also 
unanimously re-elected Francis Xew- 
hall as City Collector and Treasurer 
and Daniel A. White as City Comptrol- 
ler. 

The new Board of Aldermen then 
took a short recess, following which 
tlie City Treasurer was authorized to 
borrow $4. 379.000 for tlie running ex- 
penses of the city, in anticipation of 
revenue. A committee was appointed 
t«> make arrangements for the annual 
dinner of the Board of Aldermen. This 
committee is composed of Aldermen 
Floyd. Jamieson and Chandler. 

Aldermanic Committee for 1934 

Because of the retirement of Alder- 
men Hawkins and Pratt, several 


changes have been made in the ap- 
pointments to committees in the New- 
ton Board of Aldermen. Alderman 
Donald M. Hill of Ward 2 succeeds 
Mr. Hawkins as chairman of the 
Franchises and Licenses Committee 
This is a very important assignment 
and requires considerable sacrifice of 
time to fill efficiently. James B. Mel- 
cher. new Alderman from Ward 7. 
succeeds Mr. Hawkins as the member 
on the committee from that ward. 
Paul M. Goodard, newly elected Ward 
Alderman from Ward 6, succeeds Ron- 
ald W. Cordingley on the commit- 
tee. Mr. Cordingley is advanced to the 
Public Works Committee to succeed 
Alderman Sydney Holden, who is pro- 
moted to the Finance Committee 
where he will succeed former Aider- 
man Norman Pratt. Mr. Holden, 
however, retains his membership on 
the important Claims and Rules Com- 
mittee. The other members of the Li- 
censes Committee. Aldermen Cronin, 
Farrell. McKay, and Sproat. served on 
this committee last year. Farrell. 
Hill and Sproat are equal in point of 
service, having already served two 
years each on the committee. 

The Finance Committee, regarded as 
the most important committee of the 
Board of Aldermen, is again headed 
by John H. Gordon as chairman. The 
other members are Bowen, Chandler. 
Gallagher. Holden. Jamieson and Col- 
lins. The membership of the Public 
Works Committee remains the same 
as last year iwith the exception of 
Alderman Cordingley replacing Aider- 
man Holden ». Alderman Murray is 
chairman and the other members are 
Cordingley. Floyd. Grebenstein. How- 
lett. Hutchinson and Temperley. 

One change is made in the Claims 
and Rules Committee. Alderman Gor- 
don of Ward 4 is replaced by Aider- 
man Floyd of that ward. This com- 
mittee is composed of Aldermen 
Grebenstein. chairman: Bowen, Chan- 
dler. Floyd. Holden. Murray and 
Sproat. The personnel of the Public 
Buildings Committee is the same as 
in 1933. except that Alderman Mel- 
cher replaces ex-Alderman Hawkins.

“ President Roosevelt hns the great-

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THE PARKWAY EXTENSION AGAIN 

Last week the Aldermen voted to accept the $100,000 re- 
maining- as the balance unexpended by the Metropolitan 
District Commission in extending the Hammond Pond Park- 
way through Hammonds Woods to Beacon street with the 
stipulation that these funds will be used to bring the park- 
way route through to Commonwealth avenue. The question 
of where this extension of the route will be located is one 
which is still undecided and which at the present time is not 
necessary to discuss. It would have been “penny wise and 
pound foolish” to have permitted the grant to lapse without 
acceptance by the city. Now the city has until June, 1935, 
before the extension must be under way, which should pro- 
vide plenty of time for further careful study of all proposed 
routes or possible new ones before a final decision is necessary. 
We fully realize that no matter where the route is located it 
will meet with objections from some persons. It is another 
case where the greatest good for the greatest number is the 
paramount issue. 


MUNICIPAL SALARIES 

At the school committee meeting last week it was voted 
to continue the seven and one-half per cent reduction in 
salaries instituted last year, indicating that the same procedure 
will be followed by the administration regarding all municipal 
salaries. We believe that this is sound procedure. While im- 
proved economic conditions are indicated we are by no means 
“out of the woods” yet. It is far better to continue the re- 
trenchments now in existence than to take a leap in the dark 
and trust that the necessary funds will be available. Later 
in the year it may be found possible to restore the previous 
salary schedules which would be both advisable and welcome 
if warranted.

THE WORK OF THE JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL COUNSELOR 

"Good morning. Mr. Brown,” said MiHs Smith, n seventh grade 
teacher, to the eighth grade guidnnce counselor. "Will you Ree what 
you can do for John Black? He doesn’t seem to be getting anywhere 
in his school work, especially in Latin and Mathematics. He lacks 
interest and so makes little effort. He is becoming sullen and resents 
constructive criticism. Something certainly seems to be preventing 
him from making a happy and successful adjustment to our school 
life. Won’t you look into the matter?” 

And so Mr. Brown started to get all the information he could 
about John. He found from the Physical Director that John had been 
losing weight since school began. He said John was ensily fatigued 
and seemed "on edge" when playing with the other boys, taking 
offense when none was intended. John’s previous achievement test 
results and his intelligence tests were closely related over a period 
of six years, so that Mr. Brown could be reasonably sure that John 
was capable of doing average work. The audiometer retest showed 
quite a bit more loss of hearing than when he was tested in Septem- 
ber. The nurse reported that John’s examination at the clinic had 
revealed that his adenoids were so enlarged that they were affecting 
his hearing and that t He doctor had removed a good deal "t' hardened 
wax from his ears. John's mother had agreed to have the tonsil and 
adenoid operation performed during the next vacation. 

During Mr. Brown’s talks with John he learned that John had 
been trying to get a job in the Economy store afternoons because 
it was “so hard to get up to deliver papers”. Again John confided 
that he guessed he’d "been born with tools in his hands". He had 
a small workshop in his cellar for which he had bought his own tools 
with the money earned on his paper route. "But.” said John, "Dad 
does wont me to go to college because he didn’t get there.” Mechani- 
cal aptitude tests together with the judgment of John’s former shop 
teacher clearly indicated a high degree of mechanical ability. 

A conference with John’s father resulted in a visit by the father 
to the Trade School, where he was so impressed by the work there 
that he consented to put aside his own cherished plans and let John 
have a try at the work in which he was truly interested. Here John 
made a happy adjustment. 

It took five months to make the final adjustment in John’s case, 
because his homeroom teacher and his counselor wanted to do every- 
thing possible to assist the boy to find himself and to convince tlie 
parents that the recommendation was not hastily arrived at, but had 
been formed only after careful investigation of all aspects of the boy’s 
make-up. the physical, the social, and the mental. 

Before attempting to assist a boy or girl in working out his 
or ber problems, the counselor collects all the information possible 
concerning the individual — his physical and mental health, home 
background, past school history, outside interests, social adjustments, 
future ambitions, ways of earning and spending his own money, work 
habits, achievement test results and psychological test results, etc. 
She confers with the pupil, subject teachers, homeroom teacher, prin- 
cipal and parents, and from a consideration of all the material she 
has acquired, attempts to effect an adjustment which will he of great- 
est benefit to the pupil. 

The counselor s efforts are not confined to the child who is having 
difficulty because he is attempting something beyond his capacity 
or who is having trouble learning to be a successful adolescent. 
He is called upon to work with those who are having difficulty in 
learning to be a successful ndolescent. with those whose abilities are 
not being utilized fully, with those who are in a quandary as to the 
choice or a course, and with those whose personality adjustments 
are inadequate. 

In short, the junior high school counselor is constantly engaged 
in helping boys and girls to make satisfactory adjustments in their 
school life, dealing with them as individuals, and with rational and 
sympathetic understanding helping them to work out the solution 
to their problems.

Series of Local 
Political Articles 
Concluded by PW C 

Congratulations to Mayor Weeks 
and the 1934 Board of Aldermen duly 
installed on New Year’s Day. Seven- 
teen candidates were elected December 
12th and your columnist guessed right 
in all but four instances; Ward 2— 
School Committee— Vanderhoof losing 
by less than 20n votes; Ward 6— 
Proctor and Kneeland going down in 
defeat and Ward 7. where Alderman 
Murray was reelected at the expense 
of Avantaggio and others. As a mat- 
ter of fact I felt that both Holden 
and Murray would probably win, es- 
pecially if Mayor Weeks came through 
with flying colors. Both are hard 
working and conscientious and the city 
government will function just us well 
as heretofore. 

Vanderlioof’s defeat, however, was 
one of the surprising features of the 
election. An admittedly strong man 
was narrowly defeated by an earnest 
worker who capitalized his opponent’s 
refusal to take the stump. It goes to 
show that tlte good old days have gone 
never to return. From now on very 
few men and only the strongest and 
most widely known will be able to an- 
nounce their candidacies, publish a 
list of undeniably impressive endors- 
ers and then retire modestly to their 
homes and trust to the perspicacity 
and generosity of the voters. That is 
one lesson to be drawn from the recent 
election. 

Another interesting fact came to 
light on December 12th. A position on 
Mayor Weeks' slute appears to lie 
worth about 6,000 votes in a city-wide 
contest. Davidson received 6,713 votes 
for Alderman-at-large from Ward 5. 
Hu was not "a natural” on the Weeks’ 
slate and wus extremely lucky to make 
connections but. lie did receive 6,713 
votes and it wus the little pink tickets 
that did tin? business for no other 
man on t lie Mayor’s slute suffered de- 
feat. 

Alderman Temperley, as a result, 
hud the narrowest margin of victory, 
finishing 2,232 votes uiiead of David- 
son. However, ills other opponent, 
William Kelleher, of Upper FuIIh, 
polled 8,241 votes so tliut Temperley 
was in reality a minority winner for lie 
secured 1,009 votes less than ills two 
opponents combined. It phoiild he 
noted, however, tliut Temperley wus 
not on either slate whereas Ills nearest 
opponent, Davidson, was on t lie 
Mayor's slate. 

Aldermun Grebenstein of Ward 2 


who was also expected to encounter 
some slight difficulty, had t lie next 
slimmest margin of victory — 3,803 
votes over his nearest opponent, Clar- 
ence Lodge— and 1.328 votes over all 
three opponents combined. Lodge was 
on the Independent slate, known by 
some, incorrectly, as the White slate. 

Next came Alderman Holden of 
Ward <i, with a margin of 4,310 votes 
over E. (). Proctor, t lie militant Dem- 
ocrat. Proctor waged an aggressive 
campaign and established himself as a 
factor to he reckoned with in the fu- 
ture. However. Holden’s position 
as an important cog in the Mayor’s 
organization plus his popularity 
with the so-called weaker sex gave him 
a substantial margin. His victory is 
important on account of its signific- 
ance to South Side politics. Holden’s 
name lias been mentioned frequently 
as a potential candidate for t he Legis- 
lat ure. 

Aldermun Murray of Ward 7 won a 
notable victory. Although he encount- 
ered stiff opposition he led his nearest 
rival. Arthur H. Crane, by 5,785 votes 
and his plurality over his three op- 
ponents combined was 1,017. Murray 
got one good break toward t lie end 
of t lie campaign when our disting- 
uished City Solicitor, Joseph W. Bart- 
lett. who has more titles than a cat 
has lives, appointed him as an assist- 
ant in the ( ’ \V A administration in the 
State House. 

The most impressive showing in 
the Aldermauic fights were made by 
Alderman Bowen of Ward 3. Bowen 
did the least talking and got the most 
votes of anyone. He led tin; field with 
a clear majority of 6,967 over ills 
extremely active opponent, Alfred 
Guzzi. 

Aldermun Gordon of Ward 4 re- 
ceived the next biggest majority. 5,- 
990 over John F. Brocklesby, another 
tireless campaigner. Aldermun How- 
lett of Ward 1, who made no cam- 
paign speeches (at least within range 
of this writer's hearing) ulso hud a 
sizable majority — 5,480 votes as he 
took John W. Blakeney, a very at- 
tractive candidate, into camp. 

In closing, may I urge those who 
have not yet formed the habit of at- 
tending iln; inaugural ceremonies at 
City Hall to do so in the future. It is 
worthwhile. It gives you confidence in 
your own city government. And it 
makes you want to put your shoulder 
to the wiieel and do your smull part 
to help.

Ingenuity Gets There 

As a country we are emerging from 
a state that has given various desig- 
nations, including depression, hard 
times, change of common thought and 
even what-have-you. Nevertheless, the 
process has been and is an interest- 
ing one, revealing sidelights to which 
more than passing attention is due. I 
am one of those who find any incident 
bearing on the lives of our fellow be- 
ings worthy of study. The story of a 
Philadelphia friend, here for a New 
Year'*) visit, struck me as both enter- 
taining and instructive and with that 
in mind I pass it along. 

The tale is told of one of the sub- 
urbs of the Quaker City and gives 
a shining example of the gumption 
of two college graduates who found 
themselves equipped with an educa- 
tional background but with no work 
to perform. What did they do? Sit 
down and lament? Not at all. They 
conceived an elaborate system of pro- 
viding food for dogs. Not a free dis- 
tribution but with tlie approval and 
of coffrse the compensation of the 
animals’ owners. 

At so much per day, seven days a 
week, these young men serve a dog’s 
lunch every noontime, or thereabouts. 
In a neatly packed box they leave at 
a customer’s door a prepared meal 
of vegetables, dog bread and other 
wholesome food for the family pup. 
Tlie arrangement is done with care 
and when the meal is set before his 
canine lordship it looks very tempting, 
according to the human purchasers. 

The result has been that the young 
men have established a thriving busi- 
ness. Dog-owners find the plan a 
convenient one and are glad to puy 
to have the dogs’ feed sensibly and 
regularly prepared. The dogs, too, 
have learned the approximate hour 
or the truck’s arrival and gather in 
a group to hark a welcome. 

Equituhly profitable is the trade 
that another young man In tlie sumo 
community lias made fop himself — 
that of going about from house to 
house and washing the family dog. 
The young man carries a collapsible 
tub, sets it up and gives the dog 
a lmth, combing and oven drying 
with an electrical hot-air -tube. 
This young man’s business is flourish- 
ing, too, I am assured. Shows what 
resourceful young men can do, does- 
n’t It? 

Slip-shod and Dry-shod 

The inventor who produces a pair of 
overshoes or rubbers tliut will fit any 
pair of feet is going to bring into gen- 
eral use something Unit lias long been 
sought. I doubt if wo need look for uny 
such contrivance as there would be no 
money in it. In fact it would mean u 
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drop in the sales of these highly im- 
portant articles of footwear. It would 
put a decided crimp in the rubber 
business and therefore no such in- 
vention would ever lie placed on the 
market let alone receive a patent. 

A woolen scarf is a Winter neces- 
sity that may easily be handed around 
the entire family — and often is now 
that hoys and girls have much in com- 
mon in wearing apparel. But over- 
shoes and rubbers are different. Lucky 
indeed are those who, residing or 
working under the same roof, possess 
feet of approximately the same size 
and can freely “borrow” from each 
other. It makes a happy system for 
those who, like the enterprising early 
bird, are first in the clothes closet, 
and not so happy for the late-comers. 

Every year there are revealed 
those who are distinctly unprepared 
for what is described as a sudden 
storm. Regardless of bitter experience 
some people are destitute of rubbers 
and overshoes when the first fall of 
snow is a reality. Some may really 
have these articles at home and find 
themselves caught in town. In either 
emergency there is a grand hunt for 
"something that will keep the feet 
dry.” Always there is an earnest prom- 
ise that the articles will be returned 
next day — never later.

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COACH ENOCH HAS 
TASK IN DEVELOPING 
H. S. TRACK TEAM

track. Other prospective members of 
the team for this event are Hob Quig- 
ley, also a sprinter, Sanderson 
Sloane of football prominence, and 
one of the leading hurdlers, and 
George Steere. The latter youth has 
a long smooth stride that carries him 
over the ground with considerable 
speed and lack of experience Is his 
chief drawback at the present time. 

Where Newton has usually had one 
of the leading sprinters in schoolboy 
circles for quite a number of years 
past, this event is where the 1034 
team is lacking in balance. Leading 
contenders with some experience are 
Rob Quigley, Sargent Moore, n colored 
youth, Charlie Mascia and “Babe" 
Feola of football fame, and Tom 
Griffin. Winthrop Phillips, one of the 
sophomore group, is one of the best 
looking newer candidates. 

Coach Enoch has a faculty of devel- 
oping hurdlers who have done excep- 
tionally well in schoolboy competition. 
This year should be no exception. 
"Sandy" Sloane and Russell Liscomb 
are the two leading performers in 
this event but in a few more week3 
they may have to look close for their 
laurels. Two sophomore candidates, 
Warren Wittens and John Reardon, 
look exceptionally good for new men. 
Roth lack competitive experience but 
both have already showed form and 
drive over the barriers. Reardon is 
the type of track athlete that is the 
delight of any track coach. He is a 
natural performer in several events 
and before graduating may become 
an outstanding star. The Newtou 
mentor may attempt to develop him 
as a sprinter as well as a hurdler. 

Newton is all set in the 600-yard 
run. Allan Freeman, as a member of 
last year's indoor team, showed prom- 
ise. In the spring he carried the bur- 
den of the S80-yard event for the New- 
ton team and came along fast. He 
will show his heels to many other 
competitors this winter unless meet- 
ing with misfortune. Freeman is also 
a natural track athlete and should 
come through with points in other 
events. He can jump 5 feet 6 inches, 
but it is unlikely that Coach Enoch 
will permit him to do much high jump- 
ing as he has in mind the experience 
of last year when Bill Cusamano 
sprained his ankle jumping and was 
through for the season as a 300-yard 
er and relay runner. With a natural 
spring, however. Freeman may join 
the broad-jumping squad where ho 
should prove a valuable addition. 
Along with Freeman in the 600-yard 
run. Coach Enoch is giving consider- 
able attention to a lad named Fer- 
nald. 

In the 1000-yard run the orange and 
black should also be strong. Tom 
Fitzgerald, captain of the 1933 outdoor 
team, is back again although he will 
not compete for a few weeks as he is 
a member of the cast of the Senior 
Play which is taking practically all 
his available time. Along with Fitzy 
there is John Connolly and "Whitey" 
Johnson who have had some experi- 
ence. Charles Center, a junior, is 
another distance runner who shows 
promise. 

In the field events Coach Enoch has 
a group which is not outstanding but 
should hold their own when it comes 
to scoring dual meet points. Victor 
Haven and Melvin Swig are tossing 
the 12-lb. shot over the forty-foot mark 
while in the high jump Joe Blair and 
Jim Cuton are consistent 5 feet 6 
inch performers. Jesse Hale a soph- 
omore. leads the broad jumpers. He 
has been turning in leaps of 9 feet 7 
inches with little effort in sneakers 

With Captain Miller, Quigley, 
Sloane. Steere, Mascia, and other 
prospects, a strong relay team seems 
to be in the making. Newton will open 
its season with a dual meet with Law- 
rence at the Andover Academy track 
on Jan. 13.

point, I would point out that our Htate 
tax 1 h quite likely to Increase sub- 
Htantlally In the coming year, and 
thnt the eventual cessation of the 
Federnl Civil Works employment pro- 
gram is quite likely to Increase seri- 
ously our public welfare obligations, 
In addition, we shall unquestionably 
be unable to draw from the city sur- 
plus for the relief of the tax rate In 
1934 to the extent that we have dur- 
ing the past two or three years. On 
the asset side of tlio picture, how- 
ever. I would point out that the City 
of Newton has not found It necessary 
to borrow from the State of Massa- 
chusetts, under Chapter 307 of the 
Acts of 1933, as so many cities and 
towns have done, thus in effect, pledg- 
ing tax receipts of future yenrs 
towards the payment of obligations in- 
curred In 1933. Our budget has been 
maintained on n pay-as-you-go basis, 
and the increased tax receipts of 
1934, resulting from Chapter 307 
aforementioned, will thereby come to 
us free and clear, as a contribution 
townrd the expenses of our city gov- 
ernment in 1934. 

The department which takes the 
greatest share of our city budget is 
the School Department, administered 
under the general direction of the 
School Committee, elected by the vot- 
ers. It is gratifying to me to he able 
to say a few words in appreciation of 
the constant co-operation displayed 
by tile School Committee in its rela- 
tionship to the general city govern 
ment. The schools continue to main 
tain their usual high standards and 
from a tinancial standpoint, and ns a 
result of the co-operation just re- 
ferred to, the per capita cost of edu- 
cation continues to show a gratifying 
downward trend. In connection with 
the public works section of the Na- 
tional Industrial Recovery Act. your 
city government hns made arrange- 
ments to provide for the immediate 
construction of one new school build- 
ing, together with the alteration and 
enlargement of two others. This pro- 
gram should be of considerable 
benefit to the operation of our School 
Department generally. It has been 
undertaken on the theory that the 
money is to be expended by the Fed- 
eral Government somewhere, that the 
citizens of Newton will, in any event, 
pay their share of the cost of the 
total program, and thnt therefore, the 
city government should, by partici- 
pating in the program, afford them 
their share of its benefits. 

Tlie Water Department has been 
freely discussed during the past few 
months, and seems to me to need 
no special comment at tills time other 
than in connection with my recom- 
mendation that the city government 
continue to push along the "dead 
end” elimination program, and the 
pltometer survey. This survey serves 
to furnish data on which adequately 
to size new main extensions, and will 
save us many thousands of dollars, 
not only in future extension work, 
but in the cost of our main cleaning 
program as well, which I believe 
should he resumed during the coming 
year. Our water supply, us It enters 
the muins from the pumping station 
is supplied to those mains efficiently 
und economically, and is of the high- 
est quality. There only remains, 
therefore, the necessity for carrying 
on to completion the program which 
involves putting our distribution sys- 
tem in the best possible condition. 

There is little that need be said 
about the other departments of our 
city government. It seems to me 
thut they continue in tlie main, to 
function satisfactorily, and there ap- 
pears to lie no unusual problems ap- 
plicable to any of them, other tlian 
the general problem of administer- 
ing them during the coming year as 
economically as possible. 

Two departments of this group, 
which however do call for special ref- 
erence, are the Soldiers’ Relief and 
the Public Welfare Departments. The 
problems accruing to these depart- 
ments as a result of the unemploy- 
ment situation, with the exception of 
tlie temporary relief afforded by tlie 
Federal Civil Works program, do not 
seem to become less as tlie months go 
by. and as I have before stated. I am 
fearful that these problems will be 
accentuated when the Civil Works 
program is eventually suspended. 
Therefore, it becomes our duty to ap- 
ply ourselves to the task of amplify- 
ing and perfecting tbe operations of 
these two departments to the end 
that suitable care and assistance may 
he afforded those in need of it, at a 
minimum of expense, consistent with 
tlie proper and humane carrying out 
of tills obligation. 

There are one or two matters which 
I feel should be brought to your at- 
tention at tills tini'e. Chapter 54. Sec- 
tion 1, of tlie General Laws, reads as 
follows: — "In 1924 and every tenth 
year thereafter, in December, a city, 
by vote of its city council, may make 
a new division of its territory into 
such number of wards as may be fixed 
by law. The boundaries of such wards 
shall be so arranged that the wards 
shall contain, as nearly as can be 
ascertained and as may lie consistent 
with well defined limit to each ward, 
an equal number of voters. . . 

In my first inaugural on Junuury 1, 
1930, I called this subject to the at- 
tention of your Honorable Board, but 
it later appeured, in view of the neces- 
sity for special Legislation, unwise to 
take any uction prior to 1934. The 
year mentioned in the Statute has now 
arrived, and I recommend that your 
Honorable Board appoint u special 
committee to review tlie situation, und 
to tuke such action, looking towurd 
a re alignment of ward lines, as may, 
in tlie judgment of your Honorable 
Board, be wise and proper. 

I also recommended in my flrst in-

augural address that a study be made 
of that system known as Preferential 
voting, with the thought In mind of 
substituting for it a system which 
will be less confusing to our voters, 
and more thoroughly responsive, I be- 
lieve, to tlie wishes of our people as a 
whole. I have not changed my opin- 
ion, relatlvo to this question, and 
therefore recommend that your Hon- 
orable Hoard agnin study tbe matter, 
with a view to making corrective rec- 
ommendations. 

One of the Boards which I believe 
lias done valuable work in the past, 
and can perform Increasingly valuable 
service in tbe future is the Planning 
Board. The City of Newton being 
what it is — a city of homes, accom- 
panied by beautiful public buildings, 
schools, parks, nnd playgrounds — it 
seems to me that much greater em- 
phasis should be laid on the impor- 
tance of long-time planning under the 
general direction and supervision of 
this Board, and I therefore, earnest- 
ly recommend a constantly increasing 
measure of co-operation between it 
and the city government. Among the 
projects which the Planning Board 
has been studying are numbered de- 
velopments in the Oak Hill section, 
a new playground In Auburndale, a 
traffic circle at the Junction of Com- 
monwealth avenue nnd Washington 
street, and a restudy of the zoning 
in tbe Nonantum district. Those are 
all projects of great merit, and should 
receive tbe serious consideration of 
your Honorable Board during the cur- 
rent year. 

There are a number of other proj- 
ects such as the relief of tbe traffic 
situation at Newton corner, the con- 
struction of several convenience sta- 
tions as recommended by the Board 
of Health, and playground buildings, 
recommended by the Playground Com- 
mission. All of those constitute only 
a few of the projects which should 
be taken up by our city government 
as soon as practicable — that prac- 
ticability however, to be in tbe main 
determined by the financial exigen- 
cies of the situation. There are. in 
the final analysis, many improvements 
which we should like to have, but 
which we can only have if, and when 
we are financially able to afford them. 

As we look toward the New Year, 
which I sincerely trust will he a hap- 
py and prosperous one for all, I de- 
sire again to express my appreciation 
of tlie constant co-operation afforded 
me by your Honorable Board, togeth- 
er with all the other Boards and Com- 
missions, Heads of Departments and 
employees who make up the city gov- 
ernment. While the immediate fu- 
ture from a business standpoint looks 
brighter, our problems are not all be- 
hind us by any means. Our para- 
mount duty, because of present con- 
ditions, is, of course, to provide as- 
sistance for those in distress, and 
further than that to continue to op- 
erate the city government on as econ- 
omical a basis as possible, in order 
to keep the cost of government at a 
minimum, without in any degree les- 
sening its efficiency or undermining 
its morale. If we keep these objec- 
tives ever before us, and co-operate in 
the future as we have in the past. I 
am confident that the results will be 
satisfactory, and that the City of New- 
ton will continue to stand out 
amongst all the cities of this state, ns 
a shining example of a well governed 
municipality, and as an extremely de- 
sirable city in which to live.

About Town

In liis inaugural address Mayor 
Weeks referred to the new incinera- 
tor which will be erected somewhere 
in Newton during the coming year. 
He said it will be used tor the burn 
ing of garbage, waste paper and other 
rubbish. The burning of garbage in 
the incinerator should lie postponed 
until absolutely necessary. Despite 
contentions to the contrary, many 
well informed persons assert that 
when garbage is consumed in an in- 
cinerator, disagreeable odors are waft- 
ed into the surrounding atmosphere to 
the annoyance and discomfort of those 
who are within smelling range. Fur- 
thermore, when garbage can he used 
as food for pigs, it is an economic 
waste to consume it in incinerators. 

One thing is certain, however 
When the incinerator will lie com- 
pleted and in use, residents of New- 
ton (and business places) must place 
ashes and combustible material in 
separate receptacles. In former years 
tills had to he done, and this rule was 
strictly enforced. In late years this 
city has been quite lenient in the 
collection of waste material from 
dwellings and business places, it is 
probable that when the incinerator 
will have been built, the Street De 
partment employees will receive or- 
ders to refuse to collect, as waste 
matter, many things which now can 
be included among collectable rub- 
bish. 

Tlie knitting vogue among the la 
dies continues. At the hearing before 
tlie Newton Board of Aldermen on 
the night of Dec. 28th. relative to the 
acceptance by the city of a large 
sum of money for the extension of 
Hammond Pond Parkway, several la- 
dies present were knitting. We hope 
more and more women will become 
knitting addicts, and thut this useful 
avocation (or occupation) will become 
permanent with them. Knitting keeps 
a woman’s mind off real and imagin- 
ary troubles and produces useful ar- 
ticles of wearing apparel. It also 
creates work for persons who are em- 
ployed in worsted yarn mills in New 
England and alsewhere. 

The writer is more than ordinarily 
interested in knitting because he was 
employed in tlie manufacture of knit 
ting yarns prior to entering newspa- 
per work. When the ladies ceased 
knitting in the years shortly alter 
the end of the World War, the finger- 
ing yarn industry largely went out of 
business. And thousands of persons 
who had been employed in that in- 
dustry hud to find other means of 
livelihood.

HIGH GRADE SERVICE. CARS CALLED FOR AND DELIVERED 
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Traffic Survey Being Made 
By Fourteen Workers 
Under C.W.A. Auspices 

Counting Cars at Intersections in Part of State Project to 
Reduce Accidents 


One of the activities created to give 
work to men under the C. W. A. pro- 
gram is a survey of traffic in various 
cities and towns in Massachusetts. 
Fourteen men have been assigned to 
make a study of traffic in Newton. 
They have been given the use of a 
room at police headquarters in West 
Newton as nn office. Since Tuesday 
they have been taking count of the 
amount of vehicular traffic passing 
certain street intersections .in this 
city. 

Analysis of thousands of automobile 
accidents involving personal injuries 
in 22 cities and towns from 1930 to 
1933 inclusive has already been com- 
pleted by engineers of the Massachu- 
setts Highway Accident Survey. This 
study,' which is part of what Is be- 
lieved to be the most comprehensive 
scientific investigation of its kind ever 
undertaken shows the nature of the 
accidents, their location, and prevail- 
ing weather conditions. Furthermore, 
they are classified in relation to popu- 
lation and the speed and volume of 
traffic. The work will continue until 
the accident records of all communi 
ties have been analyzed. 

The cities and towns in which ac- 
cidents have been studied are Pitts- 
field, North Adams, Adams, Great 
Barrington. Lenox, Holyoke, Green- 
field, Fitchburg, Gardner, Newton, 
Framingham, Marlboro, Lowell, Law- 
rence, Lynn, Taunton, Attleboro, Ded- 
ham, Fairhaven, Plymouth, Middle- 
boro, and Barnstable. 

A second state-wide traffic volume 
census will begin next Sunday when 
500 observers working under the di- 
rection of traffic engineers of the de- 
part m . mu of public works will be as- 
signed to locations on all numbered 
highways.

Tho information developed by anal- 
ysis of state accident records, which 
is supplemented by local reports, is 
being compiled with the object of 
creating a definite plan of remedial 
procedure over a period .of approxi- 
mately 10 years. The survey is being 
made at the request of Governor Ely 
under the direction of the Massachu- 
setts 

The accident analysis was made by 
a group of engineers working under 
the direction of C. B. Taylor, traffic 
engineer of the department of public 
works. The information is being ap- 
plied in the form of maps which will 
show traffic danger spots on the vari- 
ous highways of Massachusetts. With 
the addition of information from local 
police records and field studies it is 
expected to be possible to make defi- 
nite recommendations to each com- 
munity in regard to stop signs, traf- 
fic lights, and road construction. 

The survey is to include a study of 
law observance, an aspect of highway 
regulation on which little accurate 
data is now available. Preliminary 
studies already point to the chronic 
violator of traffic regulations as the 
cause of the most sertous accideuts. 
In this phase of the investigation, ob- 
servance of traffic rules ton speed, 
signs, passing, and turning will be 
studied. Another objective will be to 
determine the correlation between 
volume of traffic and accident fre- 
quency. )

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James Roosevelt 
Is Guest Speaker 
At Kiwanis Club 

Talks to Members on “Financ- 
es of the Year” 


James Roosevelt, son of President 
Franklin I). Roosevelt, was the guest 
speaker at the luncheon meeting of 
the Kiwanis Club of Newton on Tues- 
day at the ' Charles River Country 
Club. Richard Davis, president of 
Newton Kiwanis, turned tbe meeting 
over to John Carver, a club member, 
at the conclusion of the luncheon. 
Mr. Carver, a classmate of Mr. Roose- 
velt’s at Harvurd University, intro- 
duced the speaker. Mr. Roosevelt, 
with liis pleasing personality and 
friendly smile, impressed his audience 
with a talk upon “Finances of the 
Year.” 

The financial aspects of the coming 
year is the foremost question before 
the national government as well as 
in our states, cities, and towns and 
to individuals and all, Mr. Roosevelt 
said. Tbe announcement of the Fed- 
eral budget last week was of great 
interest for many reasons. By the 
end of 1935 the net national debt will 
be thirty-two billions of dollars — an 
unheard of tiling in the history of the 
country. The Federal budget also 
showed that in the past year ten bill 
lions of dollars were spent, of which 
three billions were for ordinary ex- 
penses of the government and seven 
billions for emergency purposes. 
These latter expenditures have begun 
to show their effect. 

The speaker further stated that the 
most important matter was not how 
much money was spent but whether 
or not it is spent for good purposes 
or only wasted. Anticipating the 
probability that two billions more will 
lie sought for emergency purposes he 
likened such expenditures to the med- 
icine given a patient — as the patient 
gradually recovers the medicine is 
given in reduced doses until no longer 
necessary. Until industry can absorb 
the sinek a program such as now be- 
ing carried on must he offered. 

Mr. Roosevelt also declared that 
government needs the efficiency of 
business and it is up to the local 
community business leaders to de- 
mand it. 

Mr. Roosevelt appealed for construc- 
tive criticism in place of opposition 
based upon personalities. If there 
are mistakes being made they can 
he best corrected in this way. In 
closing lie expressed the hope that 
politics, which now occupies a low 
place, may lie raised to a higher level, 
ns in England, by such a method.

Rate in Effect 


Five Newton Boys 
Leave Home to 
Seek Adventure 

Soon Tire of Thrills and Com- 
municate With Parents 


Three Newton High School stu- 
dents, two of them youths of 17, and 
tlie third, a 14 year old boy went 
AAV.O.L. from their homes lust Sat- 
urday. having tired of the alleged 
monotony of their lives, and seized 
with a yearning to see the world. 
The two youths. George Young of 
1190 Centre street, and Robert How- 
ley of 96 Rowena road, are juniors 
at Newton High School and members 
of the Sea Scout division of the Boy 
Scouts. The younger boy. John Noble 
of 12 Applegarth road. Newton Cen- 
tre. is a freshman at high school. 

Young left a note for his father 
which stated that he and his com- 
panions were tired of school and hum- 
drum life, and had departed in. search 
of adventure and to see “life in the 
raw.” The two older boys had en- 
deavored to join the “Seth Parker" 
expedition ship at Boston and it was 
thought they might have gone to New 
York in an effort to get on tlie radio 
broadcasting ship there. Tlie par- 
ents of the boys enlisted tlie aid of 
police and radio stations in an effort 
to apprehend the boys. Boston news- 
papers gave much spare to the de- 
parture of tlie trio. Last Monday, 
two more Newton High School stu- 
dents, apparently stirred by the pub- 
licity given the escapade of the other 
youths, also departed from their 
homes, and their parents sought the 
aid of the police in finding their 
sons. These two boys were Marcel 
Orleans, Jr. of 194 Auburn street, 
Auburndale, age 18, and John Ham. 
16, of S72 Watertown street, West 
Newton. 

The adventurers rapidly tired of be- 
ing out in the cold world on their 
own, and on Wednesday morning 
Young’s father received a telegram 
from ills son at Louisville. Georgia 
asking that funds be sent the hoys 
so that they might return home, to 
assure that their sons would return 
home, the parents of the trio wired 
the police of the Georgia town to con- 
duct the boys to Savannah. Georgia 
and have them placed on a Savannah 
Line boat for Boston. Wednesday 
morning Mr. Orleans received a pos- 
tal card from his son giving the in- 
formation that the youth was visiting 
relatives at Mamaroneck. New York, 
and would return home tlie latter part 
of tills week. 


The cost of Newton water to con- 
sumers was reduced from 22 Va cents 
per 100 cubic feet to 20 cents, on Jan- 
uary 1 Water Commissioner Richard 
li. Ellis stated at a meeting of the 
New England Water Works Associa- 
tion at Boston. The 20 cents rate 
brings tlie price of water back to 
where it was in this city several years 
ago. Mr. Ellis stated that the re- 
duction is made possible because of 
savings effected in the cost of run- 
ning tlie water department of this 
city. He said that in 1929 tlie de- 
partment had a deficit of $23,600, and 
that at tlie present time there is a 
cash surplus of around $175,000. He 
said that $468,000 has been expend- 
ed in the past few years to improve 
Newton’s water system; of this 
amount $199,359 was for new equip- 
ment. 

Mr. Ellis told his audience that 
$17,000 per year will be saved in tlie 
operation of the pumping station as 
a result of tlie new equipment there, 
that tlie effort to improve tlie quality 
of the water so that corrosion and 
discoloration will he ended, lias been 
largely successful, and that 25% of 
th«' dead-ends on street mains have 
been eliminated. This project will be 
completed in 1935. Others who dis- 
cussed Newton water at the meeting 
were Wellington Giicreas, chemist; 
and George A. Sampson, who for some 
years has been employed as consult- 
ing engineer for the Newton Water 
Department.

Following the dinner President Ad- 
alian of the club introduced Mayor 
Weeks as toastmaster and the May- 
r presented the various speakers 
The principal address was given by 
Lieut. Gov. Bacon. He intimated that 
lie will be a candidate for the Repub- 
lican nomination for Governor this 
year and he referred to the relief pro- 
gram of President Roosevelt. Mr. Ba- 
con said that this program is of an 
experimental nature and has resulted 
in some material progress. He de- 
precated any partisan opposition to it. 
hut stated that honest, constructive 
criticism is desirable. The Lieuten- 
ant Governor called attention to the 
fact that Massachusetts pays 4% of 
the cost of operating the Federal Gov- 
ernment, is sixth among the States 
in payments to the Federal Treasury, 
hut has received little in the way of 
grants from the Federal governments, 
as compared with amounts given to 
other States. He paid a compliment 
to Joseph W. Bartlett of Wahan for 
his work in connection with the C. 
W. A. 

Mr. Saltonstall lauded the Ways 
and Means Committee of the Legis- 
lature for refusing to agree to Gov. 
Ely’s proposal that Massachusetts fi- 
nance its 70% share of the cost of 
P. W. A. projects by selling bonds 
direct to the public. Last July Leg- 
islature voted to sell these bonds to 
t lie Federal Government and tlius. if 
the Federal government later can- 
cels tlie debts of the States on the 
P. W. A. projects, Massachusetts will 
he on nn equal basis with the other 
States. 

General Needham spoke on the 
crime situation in this State and the 
program that is being outlined to 
combat it.

In less than two hours, starting at 
11:49 Sunday night, and ending at. 
1 : 30 Monday morning, ten false alarms 
were pulled from fire alarm boxes in 
this city. In addition tho West New- 
ton fire truck. Engine 2, went twice 
to boxes in Waltham near the New- 
ton line, which were also fals. 
alarms. For much of the time during 
this period every piece of fire appar- 
atus in Newton was out on the streets 
answering the false alarms. Had an: 
fires occurred during this period it 
is more than probable that serious 
property damage would have resulted, 
and persons might have been burned 
to death. 

Chief Randlett requests the co-op 
oration of residents of the city who 
may have any knowledge of the iden- 
tity of persons who indulge in thL 
dastardly practice. Registration num- 
bers of any automobile noticed in tlie 
vicinity of a fire alarm box when false 
alarms are pulled may serve as a clue. 
During 1933 the number of false 
alarms pulled in Newton totalled 27 
more than in 1932. It is an ironical 
fact that a large percentage of se- 
rious and fatal accidents in which fire 
trucks aye involved happen when the 
trucks are responding to false 
alarms. The accident recently in 
Somerville, when a professor from 
New Hampshire State College, his 
daughter and granddaughter were 
killed, occurred when their cur was 
lilt by a fire truck answering a false 
alarm. Too much leniency lias been 
shown persons found guilty of pulling 
false alarms. If, instead of fines or 
probation, jail sentences are given to 
such culprits, this contemptible, cow 
ardly pastime will rapidly diminish.

Federal Relief Aiding 

Thousands in Newton — 
Food Being Received 

C. W. A. Projects Are Giving Employment To More Than 
1000 Men in City 


The Newton Welfare Department is 
receiving substantial grants from the 
relief funds appropriated by the Fed- 
eral Government to supplement its 
work in assisting the poor of this 
city. Last month a quantity of ap- 
ples was distributed by the local Welt 
fare Department. A couple of months 
ago 7500 pounds of pork was received 
in this city from the huge quantity 
purchased by the Federal Government. 
According to reports received from 
throughout the country this pork was 
not so palatable. It had been cured 
and salted and needed much soak- 
ing and cooking before it could be 
eaten. During the past week an- 
other 7500 pounds allotment of this 
pork was received. 

During the past couple of weeks 
the Newton Welfare Department has 
distributed a considerable quantity of 
anthracite coal which is paid for by 
the Federal government. The needy 
receiving this coal were given either 
nut, stove or egg sizes. Buckwheat 
size could also be given, but there is 
little demand for this as it is not 
easily used. An allotment of 810 doz- 
en eggs was also received this week 
and delivered in the city. It is expect- 
ed that butter will also be received 
from the Federal relief organization. 
Other staple foods which are expect- 
ed include flour, beans, prunes and 
corned beef. The distribution of these 
food supplies and fuel is under the 
direction of Miss Florence FitzGer- 
ald. head of the Newton Welfare De- 
partment. 

During the past few months pota- 
toes grown on the municipal farm at 
Oak Hill, were distributed by the 
Welfare Department. These were 
graded according to size and condi- 
tion. 

On November 30 in Newton 616 fam- 
ilies were receiving aid from the Wel- 
fare Department. The cost to the 
city for relief given these families in 
November was $22.272.S6. On Decem- 
ber 30 the number of families had 
been reduced to 2S7 and the cost for 
the month was $10,183. SS. These large 
reductions were made possible by the 
fact that men able to work had been 
given employment on C. W. A. proj- 
ects in this city. 

The principal f. W. A. projects in 
the city are at Edmands Park. New- 
ton: Auburndale Playground. Cold 
Spring Playground. Newton High- 
lands; Wellington Playground, West 
Newton; Thompsonviile Playground. 
Newton Centre; cleaning and repair- 
ing drains at South Meadow and Ham- 
mond brooks; grading the grounds at 
the Weeks and Warren junior high 
schools: and grading the Allison 
Playground at Nonantum. 

At the Edmands Playground 168 
men have been employed, at the Au- 
burndale playground. 127: at Cold 
Spring playground. 1 6*3 men: on the 


f work at Thompsonviile, Wellington 
j and Nevada playgrounds, 128. On th« 
projects of cleaning Hammond and 
South Meadow Brooks 256 men have 
been given work, and at the Weeks 
and Warren school grounds and at Al- 
lison playground provision was made 
for employing 91 men. Grading the 
dump at North street, Newtonville 
called for the employment of 26 men 
and widening Beacon street at Ham- 
mond Pond Parkway gave work to 
25. One project which will meet with 
the approval of citizens, as being both 
practical and calculated to beautify 
the city, is that which has employed 
60 men who are engaged In the task 
of digging holes for the planting of 
5000 trees. 

Projects on which building trade 
mechanics have been or will be em- 
ployed include — painting and repair- 
ing city-owned fences. 35 men; alter- 
the Chaffin house on Vernon st., New- 
ton. for use as a children’s li- 
brary. 25 men: painting school 
houses. 24 men: painting fire 

stations, 25 men. In the administra- 
tion of these various projects 17 are 
being employed. Cleaning catch basins 
throughout the city have been giving 
work to 56 men; 79 have been employ- 
ed on filtration basins at the water 
reservation in Needham. Six electri- 
cians have been working repairing wir- 
ing at fire stations. 

In the C. W. A. relief projects for 
Newton women, work has been given 
to 34 at the basement in City Hall, 
where they are employed sewing for 
welfare organizations: and where 22 
have been employed knitting gar- 
ments. At the Newton Hospital 34 
more women have been given work 
sewing. Clerical work has been given 
to 20 women in various relief projects 
and employment for 42 women was 
made possible in connection with the 
Federal Unemployment Census now 
underway. Mrs. Minnie I. Williams, 
who was appointed C. W. A. director 
of women's employment for Newton, 
has placed 40 women in domestic serv- 
ice. 

The C. W. A. projects employment 
office for men in Newton, at the base- 
ment in City Hall, has been in charge 
of Everett L. Edmunds. The num- 
ber or men who have filed applica- 
tions for work has reached 3001. and 
jobs have been found for 1033 in the 
various projects. Many of the men 
! who applied were not citizens: some 
were under age. and some were 
single men without dependents. 
Some of the single men. re- 
: siding at home, who were given work. 

1 have since been laid off. The total 
j number of women who have applied 
! for work is 750. Thus, while a large 
! number have been given employment. 

! about double this number in the city 
1 ar^* still seeking work.

Claims That U.S. 
Must Enter Next 
European War 


If there Is another European war. 
It will be Impossible for the United 
States to stay out, declared Sisley 
Huddleston, European correspondent 
of the Christian Science Monitor, at 
a lecture In the West Newton Unltar- 
ian Church on Sunday evening. On 
the subject, "Can Europe Avoid War?" 
Mr. Huddleston gave it as his opinion 
that war in Europe is improbable In 
the near future and that it may bo 
avoided for all times by "right think- 
ing and right acting of people of good 
will." "The Independence of nations 
has disappeared,” he said. 

He reviewed the present critical sit- 
uation and the course of events which 
have led up to It from the Treaty of 
Versailles to Hitler. He said that 
Europe is now fighting for advantage 
under the cloak of peace propaganda, 
and that the mental attitude of states- 
men is generally bad. He told how he 
visited Hitler three years ago and was 
impressed by his fanaticism, but fore- 
saw his triumph because he represent- 
ed the growing spirit of revolt against 
the injustice and humiliation of the 
peace treaty. 

He said that if war is Anally to be 
avoided the wrong of the Treaty of 
Versailles must be righted. He also 
suggested that if the United States 
would join England in a declaration 
that the two countries will unite to 
prevent any warlike move, that the ! 
moral force of such a declaration i 
would have a very salutary stabilizing 
influence in dissipating any war clouds 
which may be hovering over Europe 
at the present time. 

The next lecture in the course will 
be given on Sunday evening. Jan. 21, 
by C. E. M. Joad. His subject will be 
“The Responsibility of This Genera- 
tion to the Next."

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CO-OPERATION— NOT CENTRALIZATION 

In his address to the Legislature last week Governor Ely 
recommended the centralization of police enforcement in the 
state under a single head. It is a question of broad scope 
and one which should require careful study. His Excellency 
further recommends the centralization of the police of the 
cities and towns of the Metropolitan District. Such a proced- 
ure is of vital interest to Newton and other cities and towns 
of the district which we regard with grave doubt. In the 
final analysis the question of the control of our police is not 
the major factor — the most important angle is whether or not 
such centralization would be the most efficient method of 
handling crime and its allied problems. On the whole the 
fault behind the present day problems of crime is not with 
the police departments but with the courts. Changes in our 
courts have been also recommended with a view to a more 
satisfactory handling of the situation. 

We do not believe that the police departments of the cities 
and towns of the Metropolitan District could be efficiently 
administered by a centralized control although sub-divisions 
are retained. While there is some similarity of problems in 
these various cities and towns local conditions are such that 
we feel it to be impractical for centralization. We do believe 
that there are a number of ways by which more efficiency can 
be offered through state or district co-operation in police mat- 
ters. Radio service, such as is being offered by Newton to its 
neighboring communities, is one way of getting increased ef- 
ficiency. A division of the Metropolitan District into several 
zones with a radio broadcasting station for each zone and in- 
terconnection between these stations would be of value. An- 
other means of co-operation could be had through the estab- 
lishment of state police training schools. We train our school 
teachers and other public servants by state aid and it seems 
practical to extend a similar service in the protection of the 
public. Many police officers are added to our police forces with 
little training along the right lines. 

We believe it wise to be wary of centralization and seek 
co-operation instead. 


A MUNICIPAL GOLF COURSE 

Questionnaires are being circulated in the Newtons regard- 
ig public sentiment toward the provision for a municipal 
olf course. The course in question is the Albemarle Golf 
ourse in Newtonville. The questions asked deal W1 *h vvheth- 
r or not the signer would play on the course, \vhether he 
;ould pay a season’s fee, or whether or not he believes it 
,’ould be of benefit to the city to maintain such a project. 
l Municipal golf course has proved to be a source °* s °™ e 
rofit to the community or district which maintains it. We 
elieve that such would be the case in Newton. If the trans- 
ction can be arranged on terms favorable to the city it should 
ave careful consideration by the Aldermen and city officials, 
here are many advantages of a municipal course and but 
ne outstanding disadvantage— financial conclitions Unques- 
onably the time to purchase real estate is at the present, as 
ith continued recovery of economic conditions real estate will 
e of more value. While the city might conceivably reap more 
nancial benefit through private development of the golf 
ourse property and subsequent taxation as residential prop- 
rty there is far more to be considered.

Victor Jewett of Lowell, who 
held this position, was recently ap- 
pointed a County Commissioner for 
Middlesex County to HU the existing 
vacancy there. Speaker Saltonstall 
appointed Rep. Harry Brown of Bil- 
lerica to Rep. Jewett’s position.

About Town

Hundreds of men are being em- 
ployed In this Stnte to make a pro- 
found study of traffic conditions, to 
count the number of automobiles pass- 
ing many street Intersections. Much 
money is being expended in this al- 
leged campaign to learn what causes 
automobile accidents. About every- 
one knows that there are four causes 
tor nearly all automobile accidents — 
speeding, reckless driving, drunken 
driving and careless pedestrians. The 
first three causes could be greatly re- 
duced if offenders were properly pun- 
ished. They are not punished because 
of "fixing" complaints by police, large- 
ly through Influence used by persons 
with a "pull”; leniency by judges of 
a certain type in lower courts; nol- 
prossing and other connivance by dis- 
trict attorneys, or their assistants; 
misplaced sympathy by jurors. 


To read the discussion of financiers 
and “statesmen” in the papers, one 
would think that the future of civili- 
zation depends on gold. This, in It- 
self is proof positive that our much 
vaunted civilization is quite shallow. 
One can’t subsist on gold; It is not 
nutritious, has no value ns a food. 
Neither would it protect one from the 
weather, if used as clothing. But, be- 
cause in the past mankind has wor- 
shipped Mammon, instead of the Gods 
they pretended to worship; because 
greed rather than unselfishness has 
dominated men, gold has been a dom- 
inant factor in the so-called civilized 
world. 


Governor Ely advocates capital pun- 
ishment only for those who murder 
after deliberately premeditating such 
an act, or those who murder in the 
commission of a robbery. Herman 
(Red) Snyder, who was convicted of 
the cold blooded murder of a Somer- 
ville filling station attendant in a rob- 
bery, belongs to the latter class. And 
Governor Ely, who once before ex- 
tended clemency to Snyder, now 
grants him another reprieve, despite 
the decision of the majority of the 
full bench of the United States Su- 
preme Court, which ruled that Snyder 
had not been deprived of his consti- 
tutional rights. 


Recently we have noticed a sign 
which has been placed on Beacon st., 
just east of the fire station and 
nearly a mile west of Waban Village. 
This sign reads — “You are now in Wa- 
ban. Look out for children." It is lo- 
cated nt the side of Beacon st. as a 
warning to autoists. Our reaction, 
when we rend this sign, was — are not 
the children in Newton Lower Falls, 
the village on the other side of the 
sign, also to he given consideration? 
So, why doesn’t the city erect a sim- 
ilar sign on the opposite side of Bea- 
con st. which should read — “You are 
now in Lower Falls. Look out for 
children.” And just to be impartial, 
why not erect similar signs on prin- 
cipal traffic arteries at the boundaries 
of all the villages in the city? 


Early last Sunday morning, about 
1:30 a. m., five youths who had jour- 
neyed from the direction of Nonantum 
toward Newton Corner about an hour 
before, walked back along Pearl st. 
toward Nonantum. They made so 
much noise that they awakened hun- 
dreds of persons along Pearl st. and 
streets leading off it. One of the quin- 
tet, apparently under the influence of 
liquor, yelling like a maniac, could be 
heard for a couple of hundred yards. 
When these hoodlums reached Jackson 
rd., two of them deliberately broke 
the glass on all four sides of the traf- 
fic signal at Jackson rd., and Pearl 
st. 

If Newton had some policemen pa- 
trolling its streets nights, in residen 
tial sections, it is less probable that 
this sort of tiling would have to be 
endured. Cruising cars, radio 
equipped, are quite necessary to cope 
with modern conditions. But, patrol- 
men on foot are also necessary to give 
communities proper protection. And, 
so far as we are aware, no other city 
or town in this vicinity went to the 
extreme that Newton did in taking 
all policemen off foot patrol nights in 
residential districts, except in two 
favored sections. 

Citizens of Newton should aid Chief 
Randlett in attempting to apprehend 
anyone who pulls a false alarm. This 
form of “amusement’’ is not funny. It 
frequently has resulted in tragedies 
When fire apparatus and firemen are 
called out on false alarms the t lives 
and property of Newton residents have 
no protection from the menace of 
fire. Whoever pulled all the false 
alarms in this city on Sunday night 
was well acquainted with the location 
of boxes and the streets leading to 
them. 


Over 29,000 persons were killed in 
automobile accidents in the U. S. A. 
last year. Hundreds of thousands were 
seriously injured. These casualties 
were largely caused by excessive 
speed. Notwithstanding, that automo- 
biles built in recent years can travel 
80, and more miles per hour, the pres- 
ent trend is toward egg-shaped, or bul- 
let-shaped cur bodies to produce even 
greater speed. Talk about rushing 
to perdition! 

In our boyhood days w’e knew u 
gentleman or Irish birth who told us 
of an eccentric, wealthy landlord in 
that country. Tills man hud his num- 
erous employees at times engaged at 
in quite impractical tasks; probably 
just to keep them occupied. One of the 
"projects’’ on wlilcli they worked was 
in building rookeries. And, after the 
rookeries would* have been built, the 
landlord would liuve his workmen de- 
stroy the neats they hud constructed. 
Home of the "projects” which have 
been devised in this country to give 
work to tlie unemployed under the 
I*. W. A., C. W. A. und other relief 
activities seem to have about as much 
pructicul vulue as the “rookeries 
project*' of tin- old Irish landlord.

EASING EDUCATIONAL GROWING PAINS 
Gciiiaxck in TitK Newton Senior Hum School 

The day-to-day experiences in a large, comprehensive high school 
parallel life situations In the adult world to an amazing degree. 
A survey of the student body shows that high school pupils differ 
greatly in ambitions, in interests and in physical and mental charac- 
teristics; they also have widely diverse life purposes and alms. 

As these individual differences became recognized it was evident 
that an organized and concentrated attempt must be made which 
would help pupils face their own difficulties, in order that there would 
lie fewer serious maladjustments in adulthood in t lie next generation. 
To meet this need the Newton High School lias developed a definite 
plan of guidance over a period of years. 

The organization of the department consists of every member 
of the faculty. Many of them function as homeroom and subject 
advisers. Three, with a group of special assistants, act as class super- 
visors and there Is a guidance chairman who directs the work. Every 
teacher is “guidance conscious”. They know that Johnny and Mary 
are complex, adolescent human beings nnd that before Johnny and 
Mary can liuve intelligent help it is necessary to have a complete 
picture of the complete life of Johnny and Mary. So all possible 
factors that influence the lives of these youngsters are assembled and 
studied; then constructive plans for the future are suggested. In 
analyzing and planning, it is often necessary to use many of Newton’s 
splendid resources outside of the school — for example, the Welfare 
Bureau. Service Clubs, hospital facilities, the Red Cross. Thus, through 
co-operative effort we are able many times to change despair to faith, 
boredom to interest, and failure to success. 

To give a few illustrations: 


Two yeurs ago last September a hoy from a small town in the 
western part of the state transferred to our school. He brought a fine 
academic record with him, but he was young and shy and frightened. 
Ho was placed in the logical class and course of study. At the end 
of a month a definite check was made on his accomplishment. A con- 
ference with the lad showed that he was unhappy and lonesome and 
was doing a poor quality of work. He had no sense of security and 
felt that he was slow and stupid. Conferences were held with all 
his teachers and, as a result, his parents were persuaded to have him 
enter the work of the preceding class in some of his subjects. This 
adjustment, coupled with an attempt on the part of the school to help 
make certain outside social contacts gave the lad just the confidence 
lie needed. In the June College Entrance Examinations this same boy 
received, in one of his subjects, the highest rating given in the entire 
country this yenr. 

Last week a boy climbed the final step on the ladder that meant 
successful attainment in all his academic work after facing complete 
failure at t lie end of his lirst mouth in high school. What is respon- 
sible for this improvement? A slight change in program of studies, 
frequent conferences and interest on the part of ills teachers and class 
advisers? Yes. partly, but what did more for that boy than all else 
was an entire new outfit, trousers, shoes and sweater, procured for 
him that he might face his classmates unembarrassed and unashamed. 

And so the work of adjustment goes on. Day by day the search 
is continued for the fundamental, underlying causes for absence, 
repeated tardiness, subject failures, temper tantrums, dishonesty, de- 
ceit and other unhappy personality difficulties. After the diagnosis, 
comes an attempt at remedial measures. Sometimes we fail, but often 
we succeed. The failures challenge us to renewed effort and the 
successes make us humbly mindful of our opportunities!

dressers bill, which Is a call to es- 
tablish a State Board of Registration. 
This bill calls for a curriculum In all 
training schools of 1800 hours, and 
contains a clause requiring each stu- 
dent operator to take an examination 
and to pay an examination fee. Thir- 
ty-two states have already passed such 
legislation. In the New England 
states, Maine, Rhode Island, and Con- 
necticut are among the first.

Socialist Talks 
At Central Church 
Newtonville 


Alfred B. Lewis Discusses “The 
Roosevelt Program 


Mr. Alfred Baker Lewis, the State 
Secretary of the Socialist Party, spoke 
Sunday night at the "Sunday Evening 
Forum" at tin* Central Congregational 
Church in Newtonville on the sub- 
ject of “The Roosevelt Program — Will 
it Work?” 

Mr. Lewis said that the clue to the 
President’s policy lay in his an- 
nounced determination to raise prices 
to tlie 192t> level. "The first method 
he used was inflation," said Mr. Lewis. 
"Inflation does not help the worker, 
it simply means that whatever pay 
he gets will buy less than it did be- 
fore and tlie same thing applies to the 
relief paid to the unemployed." 

"Yet the amazing limits to which 
the government is carrying its price 
raising campaign may he judged from 
the fact that under Roosevelt’s pro- 
gram Uncle Sam is actually paying 
wheat and cotton farmers and hog 
raisers not to produce, the craziest 
sort of economics imaginable. 

“in the codes thus far approved tlie 
government lias set minimum wages 
of 13 to 15 dollars a week, and the 
usual provision is a forty hour week. 
But the government does not provide 
for raising wages above tlie minimum. 
As far as the government’s attitude 
toward labor is concerned, therefore, 
men with wages of 16 dollars or more 
are out of luck, for prices are going 
up and there Is nothing that guaran- 
tees them increased pay. 

“It is plain therefore that the hours 
of labor must lie reduced by about 
30 per cent in order to litre hack those 
who have lost their jobs, but the codes 
so far approved cut down the hours 
from 48 to 40 or only 16 2-3 per cent, 
about one-half enough. 

“Wage rates must be nearly dou- 
bled. yet tlie government does not 
provide for increased pay for those 
receiving above the minimum. Clear- 
ly therefore the government’s program 
of recovery is not going far enough 
in raising wages and reducing the 
hours of labor to establish a firm ba- 
sis of purchasing power for a high 
level of production and prosperity." 

Mr. Lewis declared that if tlie 
Roosevelt program failed to put peo- 
ple back at work more quickly than 
heretofore the people would next turn 
to the Socialist program of having 
tlie people through the government 
own industry and run it in the inter- 
est of tlie workers and consumers in- 
stead of trying to regulate industiy 
against the interests of the capitalist 
owners.

Skull Fractured 


Murderous Attack on David 
Robillard of Taft Ave. 


David J. Robillard. 52, of 12 Taft 
ave.. West Newton, was nearly mur- 
dered on Monday night when two 
unknow’n men attacked him in his 
garage, and slugged him with some 
weapon. Robillard. a former Water- 
town resident, is in the insurance busi- 
ness and is also a piano tuner.

Rotary Club 


The Newton Rotary Club had the 
history of its neighboring town, Wa- 
tertown. portrayed in a romantic mnn 
nor by George F. Robinson at the reg- 
ular meeting at the Brae Bum Club. 
This town, the oldest In America, gov- 
erned by the town meeting and a 
group of selectmen, had its early be- 
ginning in 1630, nine years before the 
founding of Newton, formerly a part 
of Cambridge. The first settlement 
was located near the present site of 
the Perkins Institute when John Old- 
ham met 300 Indians and exchanged a 
biscuit for a fish to establish a truce. 

The dominating personality in the 
founding of Watertown was Sir Rich- 
ard Saltonstall, who obtained the 
charter for this group of 116 pioneer- 
ing men and women, the founders of 
Watertown. He. with his three sons 
and three daughters, settled in Water- 
town and founded the line of Salton- 
stalls that has been so influential in 
New England history for three cen- 
turies. 

Watertown can rightfully and 
proudly boast of many famous fam- 
ilies whose progeny include six pres- 
idents. John Adams, John Quincy 
Adams. James Garfield, Franklin 
Pierce, William Taft, and Calvin 
Coolidge, and many college presidents 
including ex-President Lowell of Har- 
vard. Inventors, writers, and states- 
men are numbered among many 
eminent Watertown families.

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MANY ANGLES TO STATE POLITICS 

The recent political announcement of various candidates for 
^tate offices has in some ways helped to clear up some uncertain- 
ty that exists regarding Republican nominees for such offices. 
Attorney-General Joseph E. Warner removed himself as a po- 
tential candidate for Lieutenant Governor by his statement that 
he would seek re-election to his present office. Former State 
Treasurer John W. Haigis of Greenfield comes definitely into 
the picture as an avowed candidate for the Lt. Governorship. 
Lt. Governor Gaspar G. Bacon a few days later, as was expect- 
ed, announced his candidacy for the gubernatorial nomination. 
These announcements have given a certain definiteness to the 
coming campaign which will be discussed during the next 
three months prior to the pre-primary election of delegates to 
the party conventions which in turn will endorse state-wide 
candidates at the primary election in September. There are 
still many angles to be considered from a Republican view- 
point. There are other strong candidates available. 

It has long been recognized, not only by interested Newton 
citizens but throughout the state, that Speaker Leverett Salton- 
stall is one of the ablest officeholders in the Commonwealth. 
He has the ability to carry him far. Although he has made no 
definite announcement it has been intimated that he will be 
in the field for Lieutenant Governor. Newton knows Speaker 
Saltonstall, knows his abilities, and we trust will stand behind 
him to the limit. 

The suggestion by Pres. Judson Hannigan of the Mass. 
Republican Club, that the Republican nomination for U. S. 
Senator be tendered to Sen. David I. Walsh has stirred Re- 
publicanism to its very depths. If the suggestion, which is 
without merit in our opinion, does nothing more than to bring 
a strong Republican candidate into the field it will have done 
some good. While it is believed that Sen. Walsh could prob- 
ably defeat any Republican candidate this fall the presence of 
a strong Republican candidate would serve to strengthen the 
entire ticket. The lack of a candidate on the ballot would dis- 
organize the Republican party even farther than it is today. 

Meanwhile on the Democratic side of the picture we have 
a potential candidate for Governor in Joseph W. Bartlett A 
well-known Newton citizen and state appointee. Mr. Bartlett 
has come into the forefront of the Democratic party with amaz- 
ing rapidity. Just where that path is leading is an uncertainty 
that onlv the next few months will reveal. 

The whole picture presents many interesting angles of par- 
ticular interest to Newton and unquestionably Newton will 
play an important part in state politics this year.

Inside Story of 
The Aldermanic 
Banquet by PWC 

The 1933 Board of Aldermen held 
their farewell banquet on Thursday, 
Jnn. 18th, nt the Brae Burn Country 
Club. The affair was several hours 
late In starting, not because the Board 
is prejudiced against assembling on 
time (at least for a serious purpose 
like this) hut because there was soma 
confusion in the minds of the mem- 
bers regarding the meeting place. Al- 
derman Temperley walked way down 
to the old Player’s Hall in West New 
ton (razed to the ground in 1928 or 
thereabouts), Cordingley and Holden 
showed up at the Newton Centre Wom- 
an's Club, Murray breezed Into the 
Elks' Hall at Neivton Corner, Bowen 
landed at the Congregational Church 
in West Newton and Hill and Cronin 
paraded to Legion Headquarters at 
City Hall. With the aid of the radio 
equipped Police prowl cars, however, 
the missing Aldermen were finally 
contacted and the big banquet started 
promptly at 8:23 P. M. All twenty- 
one Aldermen answered the French 
rollcall. The two retiring members, 
Pratt and Hawkins, wore dinner coats 
(and pants) while the less retiring 
members — nineteen In all — wore busi- 
ness suits. Alderman Collins presided 
as toastmaster. 

The first order of business was the 
toasting of all the ex-mayors who have 
held office during the past twenty- 
five years. All two of them, Honor- 
allies Hatfield and Childs were 
cheered to the Echo (three miles from 
'the bridge). 

The next order of business was the 
destruction of food, which required 48 
minutes. Starting with French roll3 
and Raspberry Cheer cocktails, the 
menu proceeded to liquid soup a la 
Guzzle — or was it Guzzi, Boston baked 
beans, Newton has-beens, Fish cakes 
with a very Chili Sauce, boiled onions, 
tripe, cabbage and ham. The ice 
cream, of course, was Raspberry. Dur- 
ing the salad course, which was omit- 
ted, the American Legion Band played 
by request and stopped for the same 
reason. 

Then came the fun. Chairs were 
pushed back, the waiters were dis- 
missed and the usual voting contest 
began. First was the vote for the 
handsomest Alderman. Pratt nom- 
inated his former colleague, Sidney 
Holden, and suggested that he be 
elected by acclaim. Immediately 
twelve Aldermen jumped to their feet 
in protest (names deleted by censor). 
A secret ballot was then taken and 
much to everybody's surprise, former 
Alderman A. W. Blakemore received 
thirteen votes and was elected. 

Alderman Hill then received the 
unanimous vote of the Board as the 
possessor of the finest billiard tabic

The more 
slender statesman won. 

Last and most important of all came 
the vote for the most intelligent Al- 
derman. No public nominations were 
made. Each member retired to an 
improvised voting booth behind his 
chair and there, in the presence of 
only his conscience, fulfilled the su- 
preme duty of American citizenship. 
When the votes were counted it was 
announced that the voting had been 
absolutely on the up and up for each 
member of the Board — twenty-one in 
all — had received one vote.

Oddments 

It is difficult, I find, to dismiss the 
general subject of rubbers, overshoes 
and other storm-defying footwear to 
which reference has been made in 
tills column.

Where Numbers Are Few 

Of all the proposed legislation piled 
upon the 1934 Legislature for consid- 
eration none has aroused my deep 
sympathy as much as has the bill of 
a Lynn solon who wants to have num- 
bers on dwellings and private build- 
ings more conspicuously displayed. It 
was tlie day after I had taken part in 
a house-number hunt that I learned 
of i lie plan. It brought vividly to mind 
my experience of the previous night 
and I immediately pledged myself to 
vote for the scheme if ever it should 
get on the ballot. Not that it is like- 
ly to, but just in case. 

A friend of mine had some calls to 
make in connection with one of those 
canvassing projects that are going <>n 
in every community these days. He 
had a list of people to see. with ad- 
dresses by street and number. Find- 
ing the proper thoroughfare is some- 
times a trifle puzzling, especially, if it 
is located in a newly developed sec- 
tion. Putting that hurdle aside, how- 
ever, we’ll stick to house number- 
hunting, which is sufficiently engross- 
ing. 

We drove along, I studying the list 
of names, and speculated which way 
the numbers ran. Then we’d pull up, i 
either one or both observing, "This 
looks as if it might be the house." 
Then we’d pile out and begin peering 
for numerals. Not always were we 
successful. Sometimes there would 
be no numbers at all and one of us 
would ring the doorbell and ask "Can 
you tell me, please, where number so 
and so is?" 

I guess the readers of this column 
have been through the same thing 
themselves so I need not go into de- 
tails. My advice to those who have 
never done it is that they select fair 
and pleasant weather. Our little trip 
wus made in the rain, with terrible 
conditions underfoot and that may 
be the reason it so impressed me. It 
lias since occurred to me that it might 
be used as a diversion for a party of 
guests in place of a scavenger hunt 
which New York society folks seeni to 
find so stimulating. Of course it 
wouldn’t he as exciting as striving to 
purloin or borrow an article of cloth- 
ing from a stranger hut would pro- 
duce excitement and diversion, de- 
pending on who answered the door- 
bell. 

Before dismissing the subject, ! 
feel I should say that the proposed 
luw would require every house to have 
a number of not less than four Inches 
in height "and of a color contrasting 
with that of the building.” Then tlio 
hill provides that failure to comply 
with the luw shall mean punishment 
by a fine “not exceeding — - dollars.’’ 
You see, the legisjator purposely left 
out the amount of tlie fine. He, of 
course, assumes the Legislature will 
fix the amount. If I might make hold 
to suggest I should have the amount 
of the tine tiie same as that of tlie 
number on the house. Repeuted of- 
fences, under my plan, would call for 
multiplication by two, three or what- 
ever number of times the offender 
was haled Into court. That makes it 
a business proposition.

THE PART OF THE SCHOOL PSYCHOLOGIST 
IN THE GUIDANCE PROGRAM 
So.mk Typical Pkoiu.kmk 

"James. Grade I. does not enter into class activities, takes things 
from other children and is not learning to read. How can we best 
help him?” _ , ... 

"Mary. Grade V. is railing in Arithmetic. Spends much time 
in day dreaming. Need help in understanding her. What ought to be 
expected?" 

"Albert Doe, Junior High, is a ’problem boy’. Continuously tries 
to ’show off. will not do home work and is constantly in trouble. 
What can be done for him?” 

Daily these and similar requests come to the School Psychologist 
from every part of the school system. Such problems necessarily 
arise because children are in a constant state of growth and change 
as they develop. Just as a physician refers baffling cases to a special- 
ist, so teachers and principals let'er to the School Psychologist those 
pupils whose problems require complete investigation and expert 
diagnosis. Psychological service in t lie schools is in answer to the 
need to know all that is possible about the child’s nature, how he is 
constituted, how he learns, acts, thinks, what his capacities are, his 
tendencies, his ability and aspirations. 

Psychological measurements of various kinds may reveal these 
facts: 

(1) A particular child’s probable rate of learning as he tries 
to get the mechanics of Arithmetic. Spelling and Reading. 

(2) His probable ability to succeed in high school and college. 

(3) Some capacities hitherto undiscovered. 

(4) The emotional factors which may be handicapping him in his 
lack of adjustment. 

We have come to realize that many problems of behavior are 
in fact only symptoms. The psychologist seeks the underlying cause 
of which the poor behavior is a symptom. 

In interpreting what is best for the child, every factor that enters 
into the child’s life is taken into consideration: Physical factors, his 
level of learning ability, the influence of home environment and com- 
munity contacts upon him, his school life, his interests and attitudes, 
secret fears and longings. 

Following the intensive study, some adjustment is made accord- 
ing to needs: 

For James, who proves to have a real disability in Reading, a 
special tutor tries individual devices and training. The petty steal- 
ing, which was merely a defense for his lack of power to read as well 
as his classmates could, soon stopped when he felt more secure. 

For Mary, whose study revealed that she wus trying to work 
beyond her ability and was badly discouraged, comes a transfer to 
a Speclul Class where she can compete with children of her own 
ability and gain self-respect in learning things worth while to her. 

Albert’s showing off meunt an effort to get attention through some 
kind of leadership us u compensation for his inability to get the 
thought from his content studies though he had achieved the mechan- 
ics of Reuding. Tests reveuled that he had qualities of real leadership, 
considerable musical talent and unsuspected aptitude for dealing with 
tools uud materials. New emphusis on opportunity to get attention 
through music with a forward look of using mechanical aptitude in 
Trade School and his father’s business changed his attitude. 

For the educationally exceptional child speciul adjustments are 
made within the school system. Newton believes that every child 
should huve an education according to his capacity and needs. The 
following provisions huve already been made in the Newton schools: 

Speciul clusses for the sub-normal. 

Lip-reuding clusses for the hard-of-heuriug. 

Sight saving clusses for those whose sight is so impaired that they 
need speciul hooks uud methods of touching. 

Touchers for the physicully hundlcapped who must be tuught 
ut homo. 

Tutoring or smull group instruction for those with special reading 
disabilities.

“The Result of National Character on 
International Politics." so interesting 
that the audience would gladly have 
listened for a much longer period. 
Taking for illustration three of the 
many nations involved in present ef- 
forts to reach international under- 
standing, as for example, the English- 
man. demanding practical experf 
ences; the Frenchman, aesthetic in- 
vestigations; and the German, scien- 
tific foundations. Dr. Friedrich ex- 
plained how difficult it is to find a 
common basis for uuderstandicg due 
to just such characteristics; each of 
the countrymen of the man: nations 
very naturally feeling a partiality for 
his own ideals. The speaker diplo- 
matically referred to the United 
States as perhaps brorder in its un- 
derstanding, as it is a country con- 
taining representatives of many na- 
tions, and therefore is more tolerant 
in this respect. Ke thinks that there 
is too much we ght given to the day- 
by-day occurrences, rather than to 
permanent factors, in the considera- 
tion of international relations. Draw- 
ing comparison between international 
and family relations, he pointed out. 
that one member of a family is not 
necessarily antagonistic because his 
views differ from the other member's; 
he may be entirely different and yet 
must recognize a common basis if 
harmony is to prevail. An understand- 
ing of tiie other view point is vital, 
and Dr. Friedrich closed his remarks 
by saying that in his opinion. Inter- 
national co-operation needed strong 
boosting. 

A question period followed, demon- 
strating the keen interest in this sub- 
ject which Dr. Friedrich handled in 
such an able manner. This splendid 
program was in the hands of Mrs. Vic- 
tor P. Ratzburg and her Program com- 
mittee. 

At the close of the question period, 
the guests were invited to remain for 
tea and a social hour.

Middle-aged folks may remember 
that popular ballad of mournful theme, 
the refrain of which contained these 
lines “Take Back Your Gold, for Gold 
Will Never Buy Me." President Roose- 
velt's action on money permits the 
paraphrasing of the old song so that 
tin* lines would now read “Give back 
your Gold, for Gold will not buy any- 
thing." 

President Roosevelt has done and 
is doing many commendable things 
in his efforts to get tills country out 
of the rut. But his advocacy of the 
St. Lawrence River waterway, in our 
humble opinion, is hudly misplaced. 
Our belief, as stated in the GRAPHIC 
a few years ago. is that such a water- 
way would further the decadence of 
Boston ami other Atlantic ports in 
tills country, and Boston has certainly 
slipped plenty in this respect during 
the past twenty years. The St. Law- 
rence waterway would contribute to 
the absolute Insolvency of the big 
railroad systems from the West to 
the Atlantic seaboard — railroads which 
have been in the red for many years. 
And when these railroad companies 
would become bankrupt the result 
would be dire for the big insurance 
companies and the savings banks 
which have vast sums of money in- 
vested in railroad securities. And, in 
the final analysis, the real sufferers 
would be the millions of citizens of 
the United States whose savings have 
been invested in railroad stocks and 
bonds, savings bank deposits, and life 
Insurance policies. Also the many 
thousands of railroad employees and 
men who work in various occupations 
ut the seaports which would be ad- 
versely affected. Why make Canada 
more prosperous at the expense of 
the people of the United States? 

Talk about governmental paternal- 
ism! This activity of using public 
funds to care for tiny children in pub- 
lic schools certainly seems like ma- 
ternalism. Possibly creches will be 
established ill some of the schools at 
a later date. 


One of the arguments for repeal of 
prohibition was — “that it would end 
bootlegging.” Perhaps it will eventual- 
ly. But. not at the present — when a 
tax of $3.80 per gallon has been 
placed on alcohol, and $2 per gallon 
on whiskey: and bootleg alcohol can 
be bought ut wholesale for $1.25 per 
gallon.

In order to provide funds with 
which to make up the shortage, wom- 
en of the Levi F. Warren Junior High 
School district, headed by Mrs. F. S. 
Tower, district chairman, and Paul 
C. Scarborough, principal, have 
planned a card party in the Assembly 
Hull of the Junior High School on 
Friday, Feb. 2nd, beginning at 2:20 in 
the afternoon. The event is the first 
public appeal to< be made by the wom- 
en who conduct the Piper plan for the 
exchange of clothing. 

In general, the plan which is a co- 
operative one on the part of mothers, 
is now established and working suc- 
cessfully In all of the Newton grade 
and Junior High Schools. Never be- 
fore have the needy children in the 
Newton schools been so well cared 
for. All wearable articles of cloth- 
ing, even though requiring mending, 
may be left at the office of the War- 
ren Junior High School. In some 
schools of the city there is no demand 
and a good supply of second-hand ar- 
ticles is available. By exchange 
through committees of mothers work- 
ing through school nurses and teach- 
ers, the other schools where the de- 
mand is great are supplied. 

The committees have found that 
certain articles are difficult to find 
when the need arises — for instance, 
trousers, shoes, rubbers, and gloves 
— particularly for the students in the 
last year of Junior High School, as 
there is no higher grade to call upon 
to supply the need. 

Proceeds of the card party on Fri- 
day afternoon will be used to purchase 
the needed clothing. Tickets will be 
50 cents per person, and may be pur- 
chased at the school office, and from 
the teachers of the various home 
rooms of the Warren Junior High 
School, also from the following mem- 
bers of the ticket committee: Mrs. H. 
B. Budding, 1888 Commonwealth ave., 
Auhurndale; Mrs. C. L. Churchill, 20 
Holly rd., Waban; Mrs. E. W. Pride, 
67 Temple st„ West Newton. Auction 
and contract bridge, or other card 
games, may be played at the party. 
All interested in the work are urged 
to help support this worthy cause. 
Moreover, it is desirable that tickets 
may be purchased by Wednesday, Jan 
31, in order that the committee may 
have an idea of the number of tables 
needed. However, it will be possible 
to purchase tickets at the door on the 
day of the party.

MATHER NAMED AS

Newtonville Man 
Stunned by Fall, 
Drowns in Brook 

Jeremiah Lucey Found Dead 
In Cheesecake Brook 


Jeremiah F. Lucey, 62, of 99 Crafts 
street, Newtonville. was found dead in 
shallow water at Cheese Cake Brook, 
near the junction of Albemarle road 
and North street, last Friday morning 
by two men employed as C. W. A. 
workers. These men were engaged in 
cleaning the brook when they came 
upon the body. They notified police 
headquarters and the ambulance was 
sent to the scene. Identification was 
made later by Captain Goode of the 
police who hud served with the dead 
man on the Newton police force. Mr. 
Lucey had been a patrolman for about 
15 years, resigning in 1910. He was 
an upholsterer by trade. As his 
watch had stopped at 10:30, it is sup- 
posed lie slipped while walking along 
the path on the brook embankment 
the preceding night and had been 
rendered unconscious when he fell 
into the brook and his head struck a 
rock. Medical Examiner Gallagher 
reported that the death was due to 
accidental drowning. 

Mr. Lucey is survived by his widow, 
Mrs. Delia (Desmond) Lucey; four 
daughters — Misses Alice M., Helen G. 
and Esther M. Lucey of Newtonville, 
and Mrs. George Wills of Panama; 
and five sons — Francis V., John J., 
Raymond R. and William R. Lucey of 
Newtonville, and Paul E. Lucey of 
Waltham. 

His funeral service was held on 
Monday morning at Our Lady’s 
Church. Burial was in Calvary Ceme- 
tery, Waltham.

Newton CWA Workers Improving 
South Meadow Brook at Highlands

Governor’s Council Confirms

Unemployed Men Are Doing Good Work on Big Drain For The South Side Area 


The two photographs reproduced 
above were taken about a week ago 
at Dedham st.. Newton Highlands. One 
view shows South Meadow Brook to 
the East of Dedham st.; the other view 
shows the brook to the West of Ded- 
ham st. The first view shows the brook 
partly filled with gravel and silt and 
on its hanks a growth of hushes and 
shrub trees. The other view shows 
the brook widened and deepened and 
Its hanks cleared of vegetation. The 
gang of men working in the brook 
and on its hanks are some of the un- 
employed of Newton, put to work on 
this project as one of the C. W. A 
activities in this city. On this job 175 
men have been employed, nnd the 
practical value of this C. W. A. proj- 
ect to the City of Newton can well 
he visualized by the contrast shown 
in the two photographs. Work on 
widening nnd deepening South 
Meadow Brook and improving the ap- 
pearance of its banks started at tlie 
mouth of the brook, which is at the 
Charles River, near the Stowe & 
Woodward factory, by the corner of 
Oak and Needham sts., Newton Up- 
per Falls. The brook runs through 
a conduit under the property of the 
former Sa co-Lowell shops, thence 
through land formerly owned by this 
company towards the tracks of the 
New Haven Railroad. It then turns 
and runs under Needham st. and 
through low country and meadows, 
crossing Winchester st. and Dudley 
rd., well into the Oak Hill district. 
This is the course of the main stream 
of South Meadow brook today. 

But, in earlier days, when Newton 
was a thinly settled community, one 


of tlie principal sources of the brook 
was at WiswaU’8 Pond, later known 
as Baptist Pond, and for the past half- 
century or so. designated by that 
euphonious and commonplace name — 
“Crystal Lake.” Wlswall’s Pond was 
so named after Thomas Wiswall, the 
first white man to settle on its shores. 
He came into the town in 1654 and 
became Ruling Elder of the new com- 
munity. He died in 1683. His farm 
extended easterly from the great pond 
of 33 1-2 acres towards the hill now 
called Institution Hill. 

Tlie first white man to own the land 
on which was located the pond was 
Governer Haynes, who was head of 
Massachusetts Buy Colony in 1635. 
One year before that he obtained title 
to 1034 acres of land, extending from 
the south slope of Institution Hill to 
near the Charles River at Newton Up- 
per Falls. The natural outlet for the 
pond was a brook, which started near 
tlie northeast part of the pond, 
crossed the Dedham rd.„ ran through 
Elder Wiswall’s fnr^. crossed the 
Sherhorn rd. and Worcester turnpike, 
to join tlie branch of South Meadow 
Brook coming from Oak Hill. 

Some time prior to 1700, enterpris- 
ing settlers of Newtowne, who had 
dammed Smelt Brook to form what is 
now known as Bullough’s Pond, made 
an excavation to create an artificial 
drain which carried water from Wis- 
wall’s Pond to Smelt Brook for the 
purpose of giving more water power 
to the grist mill they had built at 
Bullough’s Pond. This diversion of 
water from the pond, largely ended 
the flowage from it towards South 
Meadow Brook. 

Winchester st.. under which the 
brook Hows, was named alter Stephen 


Winchester, who was horn in Brook- 
line in 16S6. purchased a couple of 
hundred acres of land in the Haynes’ 
tract in 1720, and settled upon it. His 
farm extended southerly from where 
the colonial cemetery is located near 
the junction of Winchester anil Need- 
ham sts. As it flowed in the direction - 
of Dudley rd. in Colonial days, the 
brook skirted the ministerial woodlot. 
The preachers in the town at that 
time received meagre salaries, and a 
fuel supply had to be provided as part 
compensation. Until the past few 
years, the Oak Hill district had de 
veloped little. Its aspect was rural, 
as in the 18th and 19th centuries. Now, 
it is rapidly being converted into 
home sites. The improvement of South 
Meadow Brook will -greatly aid future 
development of this large area of the 
city. The deepening and widening of 
this water course will assure proper 
drainage for much of Ward 5. This 
part of Newton’s C. W. A. program 
will be of practical benefit and will 
sav,£ the city much money. The work 
would eventually have to be done at 
the expense of the taxpayers of New- 
ton. 

Hammond Brook, from its conflu- 
ence with Cold Spring Brook, at Horn 
er st., near City Hall, is also being 
improved similarly to South Meadow 
Brook. Part of this brook is an arti- 
ficial water course. It was made about 
the middle of the last century. A nat- 
ural brook formerly ran from Smelt 
Brook near Homer st. to Newton Cen- 
tre, crossing Centre st. This brook 
was connected with Hammond Pond 
by an artificial drain which was exca 
vated through the low lands southeast 
of Beacon st., to the westerly shore 
of the pond. 


Child Drowned in 

Charles River 

Body of Barbara Rambach Has 
Not Been Recovered 


Barbara Rambach. 5. daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. Raymond Rambach of 
350 Quinobequin Road. Waban, was 
drowned in the Charles River near 
her home last Friday afternoon. The 
little girl, with a companion. Barbara 
Hiller. 4. of Rokeby Road, had been 
playing on the ice along the shore 
of the river and fell into the water. 
The Hiller child ran home and told 
her mother of the accident and the 
latter notified the police. A radio 
message was sent out and received 
by Patrolman Dowling who was in a 
cruising car at Auhurndale and by 
Patrolmen Dungan and Gaquin who 
were in another cruising car. They 
soon reached the scene and started 
grappling for the body. Later two 
Metropolitan policemen arrived with 
a boat and joined in the search for 
the body. Friday night the emergen- 
cy car of the Newton fire department 
came to the place and the powerful 
searchlights on it were used to assist 
the police in their unsuccessful ef- 
forts to find the child’s body. Early 
Saturday morning a net was spread 
across the stream where the aque- 
duct crosses at Wales street to pre- 
vent the body from being carried 
down the river. The ice along the 
shore was melted with salt to facil- 
itate the «*»arch, but without avail. 

The search continued throughout 
Saturday. Sunday and Monday, and 
on Tuesday the services of a diver, 
Fred Wallace of Somerville, were en- 
gaged.

All three women re- 
ceived injuries and ask to be compen- 
sated. 


Mayor Weeks Sends 
Veto to Aldermen 
At Special Meeting 

Board Passes Large Appropria- 
tions Last Night 

A special meeting of the Newton 
Board of Aldermen was held last night 
by order of Mayor Weeks. A number 
of Important matters were acted up 
on. The Mayor sent to the Board his 
first veto in many months. It was up- 
on the appropriation of $1261 which 
the Aldermen made at the last regular 
meeting of the Board to pay several 
claims for damages to Newton houses 
caused by blasting last year in the 
rock excavation in the high level sew- 
er. About 70 claims for damages, or 
alleged damages, have been made 
against the city, and the $1261 was 
for first settlement on these claims. 
It was to meet five claims. The or- 
der for this appropriation, as passed 
by the Aldermen on Jan. 15, called for 
the money to be taken from the tax 
levy. Since then, the Mayor decided 
that as the total amount which the 
city may have to pay to settle all the 
claims for alleged damages from the 
blasting operations will run into a 
large sum of money, the claims should 
be paid from the sewer construction 
account instead of the tax levy. The 
sewer construction account is financed 
by bond issues. Last night the Aider- 
men rescinded their former vote and 
passed a new appropriation in accord- 
ance with the Mayor’s wish. 

Other appropriations included: as- 
sessment for Newton’s share in main- 
taining Middlesex County Tuberculo- 
sis Hospital at Waltham. $22,769; sup- 
plies for C. W. A. projects, $1000; new 
automobiles for various city depart- 
ments, $14,477.68; maintenance of po- 
lice automobiles, $125; salaries of 
three additional investigators for Wel- 
fare Department, $2800. The additional 
investigators for the Welfare Depart- 
ment are to enable this department to 
be better able to cope with the extra 
ordinary conditions which have been 
and are prevailing. It has been the 
practice in welfare departments in this 
State to have an investigator for about 
each 100 cases receiving aid. On Jan. 
1st in Newton 34 women were receiv- 
ing mothers' aid. 130 persons old age 
pensions, and 366 persons were re- 
ceiving aid. largely because of the ex- 
isting economic conditions. Before the 
C. W. A. projects gave work to many 
hundreds of Newton men and women, 
there were 616 cases being aided by 
the Newton Welfare Department in 
addition to those getting mothers' aid 
and old age pensions. 

The men who have been serving as 
investigators for the Welfare Depart- 
ment are Poutas of Lenglen rd., New- 
ton. and Sabian Paine of Auhurndale. 
The newly appointed investigators are 
Ellery Manley of Ward st.. Newton 
Centre and Albert Freeman of Davis 
avenue. West Newton. Mr. Poutas is 
the chief investigator. These men are 
not under civil service, as the posi- 
tions are temporary. 

The Board granted a change of lo- 
cation for a common victualler’s li- 
new location, and has also been 
conducting a lunch room at 307 Wash- 
ington st., Newton. The new location 
is 321 Washington st.. Newton, at the 
corner of Peabody st. The reason for 
the change is that the Newton Li- 
censes Commission has granted a li- 
cense to Miss Obershaw to dispense 
beer, wines and hard liquors in the

NEWTON FIVE TOPS 
WATERTOWN HIGH BUT 
LOSES TO RiNDGE TECH 

Newton High’s bnskethall team went 
to Watertown on Wednesday after- 
noon nnd scored the first Newton vic- 
tory over its neighboring community 
since the sport was resumed at New- 
ton five or six years ago. The Newton 
margin was 27 to 15. Led by Captain 
Charley Flagg the Newton flvo staged 
a tight defense that kept Watertown at 
hay. It was an infrequent occasion 
when the home team got a close-up 
shot. Both teams lost several scor- 
ing chances in the first period which 
ended with Newton loading by an 8 
to l count. Half of Newton’s points 
had been caged by little Allen Smith 
who shone throughout the gnme with 
his defensive and passing ability. At 
half time Newton had added another 
point to make it a 13 to 8 margin. 
There was little scoring during the 
third period with Watertown closing 
up tlie gap to a 15 to 13 count with 
Newton still in front as this session 
closed. The final period saw Newton’s 
tight defense working in great style, 
while repeated dashes down the floor 
by Cnptain Flagg and Bill Spillman 
tucked the game away. Flagg tossed 
in four baskets during this rally to 
bring his individual total to 12 points 
for the high mark of the afternoon. 
Watertown’s only points in the final 
period came on two foul conversions. 

In a Suburban league game at Cam- 
bridge last week Friday afternoon, 
Newton high went down to its second 
league defeat when Rindge Tech 
forged ahead in the last few minutes 
of the game to a 26 to 18 victory. 
The home team covered Capt. Flagg 
of Newton in close fashion, holding 
him scoreless for the afternoon. Mean- 
while Claude Frazier got loose to score 
9 points, half of the Newton total, for 
the individual mark of the game.

RADIO ROBINS TO PRESENT 
“PINAFORE”! 


A meeting of the Kenrick Club, the 
professional club of the Newton Homo 
Economics teachers, was held at the 
Newton High School Monday after- 
noon, January 15th. Miss Charlotte 
Raymond, Nutritionist of the Newton 
Chapter of the American Red Cross 
was in charge of the meeting. Mr. 
Poutos of the Department of Public 
Welfare and Miss Ruth Chapin, Gen- 
eral Secretary of the Newton Welfare 
Bureau told of present policies in pub- 
lic and private relief agencies. There 
was an extensive exhibit of the foods 
of Italy, Central Europe and the Near 
East, and Miss Raymond told some- 
thing of the racial backgrounds and 
customs and food habits of these 
countries. At the request of Miss 
Jeanie Kenrick, Head of the Home 
Economics Department of the Newton 
School, the exhibit was held over for 
two days and presented to the Home 
Economics classes at the Newton 
High School. 


The children’s club known as the 
Radio Robins, of Newton Centre, a 
flourishing organization under direc- 
tion of Mrs. Florence Wood Russell, 
are to attempt the heretofore unpre- 
cedented task of presenting the fa- 
mous (Jilbert and Sullivan opera 
“Pinafore” as their spring perform- 
ance. While the dear old opera has 
often been given by young people of 
senior and even junior high school 
ages, rarely, if indeed ever, has it 
been given by children as young as 
the little “Robins” who average eight 
years. It will he a most interesting 
and delightful presentation, with many 
of the difficult parts eliminated and 
some of the most “adult” dialogue 
cut, hut all the essential charm and 
beauty of song, action and spirit re- 
tained. 

Several of the leading roles are al- 
ready assigned, but auditions for cho- 
rus members will he held for a few 
weeks longer. 



Rotary Club 


“Nowhere In the world has the de- 
pression afTected Education as in the 
United States,” said Newton’s pro- 
gressive superintendent of schools, 
John Lund, at the Newton Rotary 
Club, when speaking of the impending 
and deepening crisis in Education. 

The depression reached our schools 
later than It did industry, trade, and 
agriculture, and it is causing great 
havoc in the schools nfter recovery 
has been evident in other phases of 
our nationul life. To substantiate his 
statement. Mr. Lund quoted actual 
conditions as learned by survey from 
Secretary of the Interior, Harold L. 
Ickes. 

1. One hundred thousand more 
children are this year denied all edu- 
cational opportunities because of clos- 
ing schools. 

2. Shortened school terms will put 
at least a million other children on 
learning rations close to the level of 
mental starvation. 

3. One of every three teachers 
must work this year for less than 
the “blanket code’’ minimum for un- 
skilled labor. 

4. Twenty-five thousand teachers 
have been dropped, while a million 
more pupils hnve come into the 
schools. 

As for salaries of teachers, few 
know how low they are. By compari- 
son an unskilled factory worker la- 
boring for a year at the minimum 
“blanket code” rate receives $728, 
which is little enough, and this year 
one of every three teachers will re- 
ceive less than $750. per year for ser- 
vices in a profession which required 
a long period of training and a large 
capital outlay. 

Today 93 of every 100 city children 
are enrolled in high school, and the 
abolition of child labor in industry by 
the N. R. A. puts another 100,000 chil- 
dren on the high school doorsteps. 
Any industry faced with rapid in- 
crease in business would expect an in- 
crease in total operating costs. 
Schools, forced to carry an increased 
burden, are required to carry on with 
less funds. School enrollments have 
increased more than a million since 
1930, hut the total number of teach- 
ers has decreased 25,000. There nev- 
er was such a demand for education- 
al opportunity as today. With more 
children and less money, it has never 
been so difficult to satisfy the de- 
mand. Superintendent Lund said that 
these increased demands hnve been 
met by heavy burdens for teachers 
and sacrifices by reduced salaries and 
economy of operation. 

The countries where few if any cur- 
tailments have been made in educa- 
tional opportunities are Mexico, Aus- 
tralia. England and Wales, Irish Free 
State. New Zealand, and Chile. 

In Newton, Mr. Lund felt the citi- 
zenry wanted to maintain the present 
standard for the schools by support- 
ing the budget recently submitted. 
Every item has been carefully evalu- 
ated and all economies have been 
made through teacher salary reduc- 
tions without serious curtailment of 
educational opportunities for the 
youth of Newton. 

The club appointed a committee to 
support the present school budget. 

Announcement was made by Paul,

Prof. Joad In 
Talk At West 
Newton Church 

Says Civilization Is Lopsided — 
Warns Against War 

Man must learn to make more in- 
telligent use of the unprecedented 
power which modern science has 
placed in his hands if modern civil- 
ization is not to follow ancient Egypt, 
Babylon, Greece and Rome into decay, 
declared Professor C. E. M. Joad of 
the University of London, speaking at 
the Unitarian Church in West New- 
ton on Sunday evening. He also said 
“While we have outstripped Ancient 
Greece in science, invention and pro- 
duction, we still look to her for pol- 
itical and economic wisdom.” 

Professor Joad said that it is the 
duty of this generation to the next 
to point out several problems which 
must be solved in order to avert world 
disaster. 

First, the “lopsidedness of our civil- 
ization must be corrected.” Secondly, 
to impress upon the rising genera- 
tion the danger that another war will 
destroy this civilization. Third, the 
distribution of goods which this ma- 
chine age is able to produce. 

The next lecture of the course will 
be given on Sunday evening, Feb. 
4, by Dr. Bruno Roselli who will speak 
on the subject. "Wanted: Larger Men 
for a Smaller World.” Because of 
better acoustics the lecture will be 
given in the Parish House. 

Annual Report 
of The Stearns 
School Centre 

The Annual report of the Clerk, 
Mrs. G. W. Auryansen. of the Stearns 
School Center, is as follows: 

"The fourth year of the general de- 
pression finds us somewhat bewilder- 
ed by the new alphabet of federal, 
state and local agencies for dealing 
with the situation. Just what they all 
mean we hardly know, but we of the 
character building agencies know that 
down at the end of the alphabet are 
x. y and z, the ‘unknown quantities’ 
that we are trying to solve by means 
of the personal equation. 

“The Mothers’ Club opened the year 
with a paid membership of 41 and so 
many new members have come in that 
it seemed wise to wait until new ma- 
terial had been, assimilated before 
taking in more. Early in the year 
Mrs. Gove of Waban, assisted by wo- 
men from the Needlework Guild, met 
weekly with a group of the younger 
women and helped them in cutting and 
making dresses for themselves and 
their children. They had a good time, 
learned a lot, and formed new ties of 
friendship. This is an instance of 
excellent volunteer work. 

"The Mothers’ banquet in May was 
a very pleasant affair. Mrs. Harold 
Bond was the speaker and Mr. Anton- 
elli, the husband of one of the mem- 
bers, sang delightfully. A harvest 
supper, cooked and served by the 
members enriched the treasury by $8, 
und in December they met at Mrs. 
George Auryansen’s to hear Mrs. I. O. 
Palmer talk about California. 

"The Senior Girls Club is mothered 
by Mrs. Frederick White who is find- 
ing them so many lines of service 
und of self-improvement as well as 
good times, that they are forgetting 
that once they cared more about ‘go 
ing plaeeB.’ In April a supper unu 
style show brought an attendance of 
108, a show worth seeing with the 
girls ucting us munnikins. In May the 
Club presented a very successful 
pluy, dramatics being an important 
feature of the work of the center, 
bringing out the various gifts of 
the performers und educating them 
in vocabulary, poise and team work. 

"In the lovely pugeant, staged by 
the children ut Christmas time, the 
back curtain was puinted by three of 
them and their enthusiasm wus voiced 
by one little boy who said, 'when you 
need an uctor, call on me.’ There 
will be a dramatic contest on Febru- 
ary 11th, when three clubs will play 
for the silver cup given by Miss Lucy 
Cobb. 

"The various ufternoon clubs for 
younger children teach sewing, em- 
broidery, leutherwork, and provide 


wholesome amusement. We have two 
boys’ clubs and there are youngsters 
clamoring for more, but we have neith- 
er space nor leaders, though we feel 
that we are refusing a challenging op- 
portunity. In March 50 children came 
to hear Mrs. Paul Elicker tell stor- 
ies and were thrilled to pieces. An 
enthusiastic group of 68 greeted her 
second appearance and since then ihe 
story telling has been a popular fea- 
ture. One little girl said, ‘I heard 
the stories twice. I heard them here, 
then I dreamed them all over again.’ 

"Have we indicated in this report 
that there is hunger for beauty, for 
wholesome play, and for companion- 
ship in the heart of everybody? We 
hope that this brief sketch of what the 
Stearns School Centre is trying to do 
will make us feel that it is worth- 
while to give something more than 
fuel and food, though these are neces- 
sary first, ‘to keep human beings hu- 
man. and to hold families together,’ 
and some day we hope to realize our 
dream for a community house where 
we can have permanent quarters for 
clubs and classes, games and athle- 
tics.’’ 

Man, Wife Brawl 
In Court House 

Mrs. Gertrude McWhirter, 23, 'of 
16 Broadway, Newtonville. and her 
former husband, Lauren McWhirter 
25, of Watertown, appeared in the 
Newton court yesterday morning to 
make mutual complaints charging 
each other with assault and battery. 
On Tuesday the young woman had 
McWhirter in court on the charge 
of non-support of herself and her 
baby. He told the judge that his 
marriage had been annulled on Janu- 
ary 18. and Judge Bacon continued 
the case to March 18 to obtain official 
records of the annulment.

About Town

The five Newton High School boys 
who departed from their homes a 
couple of weeks ngo to seek adventure 
were only doing what countless boys 
and youths have done in pnst genera- 
tions. The difference is— that there 
isn’t must opportunity today for boys 
to see "life in the raw" unless they 
would resort to crime, and the boys 
referred to are not of that type. In 
the “Gay Nineties” youths who wanted 
to rough it had plenty of chances 
to satisfy such a desire. Many a 
young man in those years read one 
of Charlie Ballem’s advertisements, 
went into the old office on Hanover 
street. Boston, and signed up as a 
valet for steers on a cattle boat from 
Boston to Liverpool. And such ad- 
venturers found the experience far 
different from the "home and mother" 
treatment they were accustomed to. 
Other opportunities for "life in the 
raw" in the old days were — signing 
ns a green hand on a sailing vessel 
and receiving the gentle discipline 
which captains and mates on such 
boats gave their crews; working in 
a lumber camp in Maine or New 
Hampshire where one associated with 
the dilettantes who composed the 
personnel of such camps, nnd where 
table d’hote meals were served. And 
some youngsters went West to work 
on ranches and become real cowboys. 
Such occupations were only a few of 
the rough and ready callings which 
the youth of the past generation "en- 
joyed.” About the only real outdoor 
job available to a young fellow today 
is at some C. C. C. camp. And a youth 
can’t land such an assignment unless 
he is hard up. The world surely is 
humdrum today. 

The postal service has been cur- 
tailed to a considerable degree to ef- 
fect economies, but millions have 
been squandered in recent years by 
the Post Office Department in pay- 
ments made for contracts to favored 
steamship and airplane companies. 
And the patient public stands for this 
sort of thing. 


The work now being done, under 
one of Newton’s C. W. A. activities, 
of digging 5000 holes in which trees 
will be planted during the next few 
years, is an excellent project. The 
beauty of this city and its attractive- 
ness as a residential community in 
past years could be attributed in large 
part to the many thousands of trees 
which lined its streets. Many trees 
along the older streets in the city 
have died in recent years. Modern 
conditions made it hard for them to 
survive. Streets are so paved that 
water cannot reach the roots of trees 
in sufficient quantity; roots had to be 
cut when trenches were excavated for 
water, sewer and other projects. On 
the hundreds of new streets construct- 
ed in late years young trees were not 
planted profusely. 

But unless a campaign is started in 
the public and parochial schools of 
Newton to enlist the co-operation of 
school children in protecting young 
trees, the planting of 5000 young trees 
in the city in the near future will be 
largely a waste of labor and effort. 
In post years many hundreds of 
young trees in Newton have been 
damaged and destroyed by boys. It 
might be a practical idea to appoint 
committees of school children in every 
neighborhood to serve as guardians 
of the young trees. 


Do you remember a few years back 
when many enterprising individuals 
took their savings to go into business 
as owners of miniature golf courses 
with the expectation of making big 
profits? And instead of making big 
profits they lost practically all of the 
money they invested in that swift 
passing fad. A large number of hope- 
ful persons have gone into the liquor 
business expecting to obtain large re- 
turns. Many of this new generation 
of liquor dealers, in addition to pay- 
ing large amounts for their stock in 
trade and heavy license fees, have 
had to pay in some places (if reports 
are true) other appreciable amounts 
to obtain licenses. And, after all these 
expenditures, they are disagreeably 
surprised to find that trade is anything 
but brisk. 

Business is not so good for a large 
percentage of the new liquor dealers 
because of several reasons. There is 
too much competition; millions of peo- 
ple who might buy liquor if times were 
prosperous, haven’t enough money to 
meet their real needs; the alleged 
whiskey and other strong alcoholic 
liquors now on sale are largely of in- 
ferior quality, and persons who were 
accustomed to drinking liquor before 
1919 won’t buy or drink such stuff. 

The population of Newton is com- 
posed largely of persons who have 
moved into this city in recent years. 
Many of these residents do not know 
(apparently) that there is a city or 
dinance which compels householders 
and occupants of business properties 
to clear snow and ice off sidewalks. 

Section 161 of the City Ordinances 
reads — "Every owner, or occupant of 
a building or lot of land abutting upon 
a sidewalk covered with brick, stone 
or concrete in any street, place or 
way, in Ward 1. Ward 2. the whole 
of Precinct 2 of Ward 3, and in Wash- 
ington st. of Precincts 1 and 3 of 
Ward 3. in Precinct 1 of Ward 4, upon 
the north side of Auburn st. from Mel- 
rose st. to Lexington st., and upon 
both sides of Lexington st. from Au- 
burn st. to Commonwealth uvo. ; in 
Precincts 2 and 4 of Wurd 5 north of 
Boylston st. ; Precincts 1, 2 and 4 of 
Ward 6; and in Ward 7, shall cause 
the snow to be removed from bucIi 
sidewalk within 24 hours after such 
snow has ceased to fall. The forego- 
ing provision ahull apply to snow 
which falls from buildings us well as 
thut which falls from the clouds." 

In recent yeurs this ordinance hus 
not been enforced to the degree thut 
it should by policemen in Newton. 
Even in business districts owners and 
occupants of buildings have, in many 
cunes, consistently neglected to re- 
move snow. The failure of persons to 
obey this ordinance hus resulted in 
muny residents of Newton falling on 


Dr. Gilkey Talks 
At Central Church 
Newtonville 

Tells of Conditions in Germany 
And Russia 


Dr. James Gordon Gilkey of Spring- 
field lectured on "What is Happening 
in Germany nnd Russin” before a large 
audience in the chapel of Central Con- 
gregational Church on Tuesday eve- 
ning. Jan. 23. Many illustrations nnd 
moving pictures which he had taken in 
those countries, were of rare beauty. 
By unusual good fortune Dr. Gilkey 
was unhampered by censorship in 
Russia and was permitted to bring 
away pictures of scenes not given by 
other travelers. He was with Sher- 
wood Eddy, and felt that much free- 
dom bad been accorded them in their 
travels, as they could go places with 
or without guides, as they chose, giv- 
ing them opportunity for meeting peo- 
ple and seeing all phases of life. 

Dr. Gilkey suggested three "thomes" 
which should be considered in an es- 
timate of the Russian situation. The 
lavish extravagance of the former 
rulers in their expenditures on palaces 
and churches, the age long poverty 
of the people which would require 
ninny years to abolish, and the com- 
munistic government with its colossal 
projects for advancement. A number 
of pictures were shown of the back- 
ward rural villages where the peo- 
ple were living in very primitive con- 
ditions, without modern farming im- 
plements and no opportunities for ed- 
ucation. He also found unemploy- 
ment. The brighter side of the pic- 
ture was given in the modern recrea- 
tional and educational features of the 
life. 

The Nazi demonstrations, views of 
ancient Nuremberg and Rothenburg, 
and of fair Konigssee, were of much 
interest. The home coming during 
the hurricane of last August closed 
the series of pictures, which Dr. Gil- 
key had interpreted with rare com- 
prehension.

A large part 
of the credit for the proper handling 
of C. W. A. funds in this city should 
be accorded to Harold Young who, 
for the past few months, has served 
as secretary of the Mayor’s Relief 
Committee, and uses the valuable ex- 
perience thus gained to good effect 
in administrating the C. W. A. proj- 
ects in Newton.

Another old Newton industry has 
ceased. The Martin Manufacturing 
Company at West Newton, which for 
nearly 30 years gave employment to 
hundreds of Newton women and girls 
has gone out of business. Conducted 
by a Newton man who operated his 
business under excellent conditions 
and gave good wages, the passing of 
this industry is a severe blow to many 
in this city. 

We talked with some policemen 
yesterday who were indignant about 
the remarks made the preceding eve- 
ning by General Daniel Needham at 
the dinner of the Brown University 
Club in Boston. According to news- 
paper reports, General Needham, 
talking as head of the State Police, 
made some uncomplimentary remarks 
regarding the efficiency of municipal 
policemen. The policemen who took 
exception to his criticisms were not 
members of the State Police, or the 
Boston police; the two departments 
which escaped Gen. Needham’s criti- 
cism. Neither are they members of 
the Newton police. They are veteran 
members of a police force which has 
won during a long period of years a 
good reputation for efficiency. They 
commented, that a man who has been 
connected with police work actively 
for less than a year, is hardly quali- 
fied to presume to be an expert on 
matters pertaining to police. Gen- 
eral Needham is a lawyer by profes- 
sion; a military man by avocation. 
He hus had wide experience in both 
these activities and has sufficient 
knowledge of law and war to speak 
with authority on these subjects. But, 
it is nuturul that men who have been 
employed as policemen for many 
years, should resent adverse criticism 
on the part of one whose experience 
in this occupation has been very lim- 
ited. The use of firearms is not the 
most important part of police work; 
if policemen use their heads they can 
accomplish much. 

Incidentally, Gen. Needham will 
have accomplished something if he 
will cause members of the force he 
heads to be more in evidence patroll- 
ing State highways than they have 
been for some years past. One of the 
principal reasons for the establish- 
ment of the State constabulary was 
to control traffic on State highways. 
If this activity hud been given more 
attention it is quite probable that the 
appalling death rate from automobile 
accidents would have been less.

EDUCATION FOR MENTAL HEALTH 

It can he fairly said that the older nnd trndltionnl type of educa- 
tion was primarily Interested In the teaching of subjects. Today, 
modern education is Interested primarily in the pupils nnd their 
personal nnd social development, nnd in subjects only ns they 
contribute to this cn.d. Education must teach an Individual how to 
adjust himself harmoniously to the people around him, with whom 
he lives nnd works, rnther than merely to give him knowledge about 
particular nubjects. Education sees the individual, above all else, 
ns a social being, nnd realizes that bis happiness and efficiency depend 
upon his ability to make social adjustments. 


MENTAL HEALTH AND SOCIAL LIVING 


In this development of a soclnl typo of personality, mental, 
health plnys an. Indispensable pnrt. It bears so directly on the 
molding of personality, on tile art of social living, on personal 
efficiency and happiness, and social usefulness, that it becomes one 
of the most Important means by which modern education accomplishes 
its social objective. This mental health approach to educntlon 
Is based upon the recognition, that we live much more by our feel- 
ings than by our intelligence. Therefore, the problem of stimulat- 
ing the growth of healthy feelings becomes a primary responsibility 
of the school. 

The tragedy of the unadjusted school child lias- so frequently 
resulted in the even greater tragedy of the unadjusted adult and the 
delinquent, that early detection of maladjustment and Its causes Is 
Imperative. 

In Newton, the classroom teachers, because their contacts with 
the pupils are continuous and natural, are In a most strategic po- 
sition to help pupils to develop free and natural relationships. They 
are ever alert to detect those early symptoms of maladjustments 
and ill-balanced personalities which may he the beginnings of prob- 
lems of a serious nnture. If these incipient problems do not re- 
spond to their attempts to remedy them, the cases are referred to 
the Guidance Department, where more intensive study and treat- 
ment of individual children may be made. 

The specific treatment applied to individual cases varies with the 
type of problem. In each case the attempt Is made to find the source 
of the difficulty and eliminate it. Physical, social, environmental, 
emotional facts all play a part in tho picture as a whole. What- 
ever is wrong is corrected so that harmony Is restored. The work 
done with these problem cases can best be described by real life 
sketches- out of the experience of the schools. Each represents the 
story of a human struggle Into which we must probe deeply with 
patience, understanding and sympathy to find a way to restore the 
happiness that is rightfully the heritage of youth. 


Next week we will begin the publication of n series of such real 
cases where the school hns functioned helpfully.

This picture 
which Is to be shown for the four 
days, the 28th through the 31st of 
January, Is being sponnored as one 
of the excellent films that afl should 
see, by the clubwomen of the city, 
through the Newton Federation of 
Women's Club, in its Moving Picture 
committee, of which Mrs. D. Earle 
Brackett, of West Newton, Is chair- 
man. 

There Is no more effective way of 
proving to motion picture producers 
that really fine pictures are desired 
than by attendance at those which 
come up to the standard that theatre- 
goers everywhere are hoping and 
longing to see. Clubwomen and their 
families— and friends — now have a 
four-day opportunity to see one of the 
outstanding pictures not only of the 
year, but of many years. Their sup- 
port of this picture will be a proof 
of their sincerity in wanting to see 
good pictures made, and of their ap- 
preciation of the management of the 
Newton theatre which is placing this 
picture at their disposal through their 
request.

At that 
time your Club editor, Emma D. Cool 
idge, was Legislative chairman of the 
Newton Community Club and of the 
Newton Federation as well, and she 
brought before the State Legislature 
a bill to make the block system ille- 
gal. conducting a hearing at which 
several hundred prominent people 
went on record as favoring this leg- 
islation. Motion picture theatre man- 
agers prayed that she might succeed 
in this legislation, and so be relieved 
of the unpleasant compulsion of tak- 
ing all pictures, however undesirable, 
of one producer, in order to secure 
the good ones they wnnted. While 
the bill did not pass, one great step 
forward was gained by this pioneer 
work. Miss Coolidge secured the in- 
fluence of tin- moving picture compan- 
ies' lawyer who gained from them 
consent to what the Will Hays organ- 
ization called at that time "The Open 
Door,” by which clubwomen were in- 
vited to write to this organization and 
express their opinions of pictures 
then being shown. From this grew the 
even more effective Pre-view Commit- 
tee of the General Federation and 
other societies which view pictures 
In Hollywood and New York before 
their release, and Issue a pamphlet 
which gives adequate, fair, and frank 
statement upon the merits and de- 
merits of each picture. Those who 
see this pamphlet have information 
that will direct them to the pictures 
they want to see. and show them, also 
what pictures to avoid, either for 
themselves or for their children. 

To return to "Little Women,” the 
picture at the Paramount Theatre. 
Seats may be reserved for the Mon- 
day evening performance, the 29th, 
by club members and their friends, at 
no advance in price from the schedule 
of 40 cents for orchestra and 30 cents 
for balcony seats.

Lectures on Art

On Wednesday afternoon. January 
17th. in the Unitarian Parish House, 
the Community Service Club of West 
Newton had as guests the members 
of the West Newton Women’s Edu- 
cational Club. 

In greeting t lie sister club, the pres- 
ident. Mrs. Henry B. Patrick, glanc- 
ing backward over the 53 years which 
have elapsed since the formation of 
the Women's Educational Club, the 
oldest Woman’s Club in Newton, cited 
interesting changes in West Newton, 
difficult for Clubwomen of today to 
visualize. 

The afternoon’s program opened 
with five enjoyable numbers by the 
Club Chorus, under the leadership of 
Mrs. Marion Kingsbury, with Mrs.

The speaker for the afternoon was 
Dr. Clarence Skinner, head of the 
Tufts College School of Religion, and 
active in the Community Church of 
Boston, his subject being "What Are 
tlie Prospects for World Peace?" Dr. 
Skinner, who spent the summer in 
Europe, said that war is a common 
topic of talk in different parts of the 
world, and. comparing conditions be- 
tween 1914 and the present, he stated 
that there is much more in the world 
today to make for war than in 1914. 
He believes in looking forward to. 
and realizing, existing conditions, the 
strained relations, danger of conflicts, 
suspicions and hatreds between coun- 
tries, and the new experiments in 
governments, but on the brighter side. I 
he stated that there are more organ- 
ization and more people weary of war 
und working for peace than were be- 
fore, and trying in every way to 
smooth out difficulties as they arise. 
In conclusion the speaker expressed 
the belief tlmt if a great enough ef- 
fort is made, the methods of war can 
be supplanted and superseded by the 
methods of peace.

Reginning Saturday night. February 
3rd. at S o’clock. Clubwomen may 
hear over the National Broadcasting 
system a series of Art lectures that is 
sure to be most interesting and in- 
formative. This project, initiated by 
Mrs. Henry Ness, chairman of Art in 
the General Federation of Women's 
Clubs, was organized under the aus- 
pices of such noteworthy institutes 
as the American Federation of Arts, 
the Art Institute of Chicago, the Met- 
ropolitan Museum of Art. the Museum 
of Modern Art. the Carnegie Corpor- 
ation. and the National Advisory 
Council on Radio in Education. This 
series of Art Appreciation by radio 
is by far the biggest and most far 
reaching project ever attempted to 
take art to the people. Count Ren£ 
d' Harnoncourt is directing the series. 

The entire presentation will be div- 
ided into two parts. The first, broad- 
cast weekly front February 3rd to 
May 19th. sponsored by the Metro- 
politan Museum of Art. deals with 
Art in America, and will cover the 
subject up to the middle of the nine- 
teenth century. The Art Institute of 
Chicago will contribute programs on 
the European background, on the Mu- 
seum visitor in America, and the His- 
tory ot' Collecting in the United 
States. Dialogue drama will show 
the listener a way to better under- 
standing and appreciation of works 
of art and artistic principles. The 
second part will be given in the fall 
of 1934. prepared by the Museum of 
Modern Art. covering the subject 
from the middle of the nineteenth 
century to the present time.

Mrs. Bonner’s committee however 
repeats the appeal for clothing and 
bedding, as the supply must be replen- 
ished if the distribution of articles 
and garments is to be continued 
throughout the cold season. The 
need is exceedingly great, and this 
work should be facilitated as much as 
possible when the committee is en- 
deavoring so earnestly, and is dem- 
onstrating such genuine interest in 
the welfare of Newton residents. 

The Board voted unanimously to ac- 
cept the finance committee’s pro- 
posed budget which was revised after 
the lust meeting and which was pre- 
sented by Mrs. Harry E. Moore. 

At the proposal of Mrs. Victor P. 
Katzhurg, Program chairman, it was 
decided to hold a meeting of Program 
chairmen this spring, similar to that 
of a year ago. Mrs. Ratzhurg sug- 
gesting that the group be enlarged 
this year to include the clubs in the 
twelfth district, rather than just those 
of Newton. 

The Health Christmas Seals com- 
mittee was represented by its chair- 
man. Miss Elizubcth P. Bartlett, who 
gave a report of receipts to date, and 
regretted that in many cases no res- 
ponse had been received to letters en- 
closing seals which were mailed at 
Thanksgiving time. Miss Burtlett 
would be very pleased to receive the 
purchuse price of the seals, but re- 
quests of those who do not wish to 
make this contribution that they re- 
turn the seals so that her accounting 
may be complete.
